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DANGERS. 
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MENACE OF DRIFTWOOD AND 
DEBRIS ON THE HUDSON RIVER. 


The increasing danger to traffic from float- 
ing wreckage and driftwood in the Hudson 
River 1s emphasised by a report issued by 
the Waterway League of America, 

In a survey extending over several months 
it was found that ferryboats were delayed, 
that tugboats lost propellers, and that’serious 
accidents happened to pleastire craft as the 
result of the driftwood and submerged debris. 

According to the report, one yachtsman 
had twenty-two accidents to propellers. and 
another had an accident daily for a week. 
There were many more bad accidents, caus- 
ing delays, expense and danger to the lives 
of the occupants of the boats. 

Yachtsmen and pleasure boat owners within 
a radius of twenty or more miles of New 
York are affected, and very little motor boat- 
ing is attempted at night because of the 
many accidents last season. 

The report also mentioned that in one 
period of six months members of a towboat 
association expended £8,000 for new pro- 
pellers ‘through accidents from driftwood.

HIS second Sicilian expedition still

epically with the drama of its events, but 
judged . by «less exacting standards this 
volume of the official history is very good 
indeed and will appeal strongly even to 
the non-military reader. ‘he limited 
area of operations makes it easy to grasp 
at the same time the general strategy and 
tactics of the campaign and to grow 
breathless over some deed of individual 
daring, some isolated post where men met 
in a death grapple of platoons. It is a 
tale in the true Greek tradition, for again 
and again victory seemed assured until at 
the last moment an ironical fate stepped 
in and turned the balance, 

As to whether the conception of the 
campaign in the Dardanelles was sound 
will be argued for many years to come. 
To say that it is axiomatic that strength 
must not be dispersed in subsidiary 
theatres does not dispose of the question. 
1t was the Germans who wished to make 
the Western Front the principal theatre 
of operations and tamely to acquiesce in 
this was to submit blindly to their 
initiative. Moreover, it is useless to crowd 
even the principal theatre with more 
troops than can be effectively employed 
in it, and an early appreciation of the 
possibilities of defence afforded by well- 
placed and supporting machine-gun posi- 
tions would have enabled the British front 
in Flanders to be defended successfully 
with fewer troops than were actually 
engaged and would have avoided the 
disastrous offensives of Loos and Aubers. 
After the event it is easy to see that the 
troops thrown away in these fruitless 
battles would have insured the success of 
the campaign in Gallipoli, opened the 
Dardanelles and left the Russian revolu- 
tion a vain imagination in the minds of 
Trotsky and Lenin. 


AFTER THE Evenr. 

So far as it is possible at this time to 
give a definite judgment it may be said 
that the Dardanelles campaign was a 
sound strategic conception, foredoomed to 
disaster by inadequate preparation, and 
yet almost carried to success by the 
gallantry displayed on the peninsula 
itself. Mistakes were made by com- 
manders, fortune pressed heavily against 
the invaders, but the great adventure only 
just miscarried. 

Towards the end of 1914 the Balkan 
States were wavering, undecided which 
alliance to join, and politics demanded 
some spectacular stroke in the Near East.

Anzac Cove. 

The south-eastern third of the Gallipoli 
peninsula is shaped like a. foot seen in 
profile. At the large joint is “Y”' beach, 
at the base of the nail ‘‘ X’’ beach, at the 
point of the nail “ W”' beach, and “V"” 
and ‘‘S’’ beaches are underneath the 
ball. On those five beaches, and especially 
on “W” and “V,” the main attack was 
to be launched, with the object of gaining 
Achi Baba, a low hill which dominates 
“the toes” At the same time “the 
Australian and New Zealand force were to 
land near Anzac Cove (which is about 
half-way up the instep) to threaten the 
Turks in the flank, imperil- their 
communications, and co-operate with the 
advance of the southern force. 

At Anzac, in the first greyness of dawn, 
the covering force of 4,000 men were 
landed, almost unopposed. By 8 a.m. 


8,000 men were ashore and the Turks had 


only 500 to oppose them, and by the late 
afternoon there were 15,000 men against 
only 5,000 Turks. The preponderance in 
numbers was, however, neutralised by an 
unforeseen incident. The unexpected 
strength of the current had, in the 
darkness, carried the covering force to a 
point a mile north of the designed landing- 
place, and the main body were 
subsequently forced to alter their plans in 
conformity. Instead of being confronted 
by a terrain already roughly reconnoitred 
and comparatively easy, the troops found 
themselves in a country whose difficulties 
are almost impossible to describe. Steep, 
sandy bluffs, deep ravines and dense scrub 
made it impossible for platoons to keep 
touch, and for any officer to ascertain his 
position. The maps provided were in- 
accurate, and the carefully prepared 
operations orders entirely useless. The 
Turks, on the other hand, were familiar 
with the geography, and had the 
advantage of dominating positions and

TurkisH DEFENCES. 

In 1914 a foolish and disastrously 
successful demonstration by the Navy 
against the outer forts awoke the lethargic 
Turk to realise the antiquated nature of 
his defences and set him to the task of 
constructing new field fortifications and 
improving his permanent works. Complete 
surprise was now out of the question. 
Turkey had other commitments, an 
even now a joint expedition, timed to 
attack at any time up to the late spring 
of 1915, would have attained a full 
success. As if the first knock on the 
door was not sufficient, it was determined 
to batter more loudly with the naval guns. 
Qn January 28th, 1915, Lord Fisher dis- 
senting, the War Cabinet determined to 
attempt to force .a passage with “ His 
Majesty's less valuable ships,’’ and when, 
three weeks later, the mistake was half 
realised and preparations begun for a 
military expedition, the naval attack was 
not cancelled nor any joint plans worked 
out by the General Staff. On February 
19th the attack began; by the 25th the 
outer forts were reduced and demolition 
parties of a few marines landed un- 
opposed at the spot where, two months 
afterwards, the 29th Division lost 3,000 
men in a day. The Turks were stil! but 
half prepared, and 50,000 men could have 
seized and occupied the whole peninsula, 
capturing the Dardanelles defences and 
clearing the way to Constantinople. 
During the next four weeks, while the 
weather-hampered fleet made stow head- 
way against the intermediate defences, the 
face of the peninsula was changed. 
Trenches were dug, wire sprang up, forces 
assembled, and, in the hands of a capable 
and energetic General, fhe whole system of 
defence and dispositions was reorganised. 

On March 16th began the final naval 
attack on the ‘inner forts,’’ the last line 
of the Dardanelles defences. The story of 
that astonishing day is well known: how 
at first fortune smiled so that by 2 p.m. 
the batteries were almost silenced, the 
ammunition failing, the garrison at their 
last gasp and deserting; how a single line 
of 20 mines ‘had been laid in a new 
position the night before, and how 
‘nto this insignificant and unsuspected 
trap blundered, one after the other, 
Bouvet, Ocean, Irresistible, Inflexible ; 
how Admiral de Robeck, fearing floating 
mines or. concealed shore torpedo tubes, 
called off the attack till he could better 
ascertain the position, and how that 
attack, which, if resumed, would have 
succeeded, was never resumed. It is true 
that but for a freak of fortune the fleet 
would have won their way to the 
Marmora. That alone, however, does not 
justify the initial error of allowing the 
fleet, unaided, to attack. Freaks of 
fortune must enter into farsighted calcula- 
tions, and, even if the fleet had won their 
way, they could hardly have accomplished 
anything permanent without military 
support.

Tue NAvAL FAILURE. . 

From a destroyer Sir Ian Hamilton had 
witnessed the naval failure. At twenty- 
four hours’ notice he hai been called on 
to start from England with but disjointed 
members of a staff, inadequate maps, 
and wholly insufficient instructions. 
In England undue delay had given way to 
undue precipitation. . Troops were 
embarked in such confusion that it was 
impossible to use Mudros, the projected 
base, until all the transports had been 
diverted to Alexandria, when their contents 
would be properly sorted, re-arranged and 
re-embarked, and only herculean efforts 
made it possible to complete the necessary 
preliminaries. and to assemble the trans- 
ports at last in Mudros roads, on April

STALEMATE. 


Next day, due largely to a flanking 
advance from ' W,’’ the position at Sedd 
el Bahr was forced and “V”' beach was 
cleared. In the evening the British line 
ran from “X”' to east of ““V,” and the 
“first joint of the big toe’’ was securely 
held. The actual landing-placas had been 
made safe, and in the next ten days an 
advance to a depth of two miles occupied 
the whole of the “ big toe,' and. provided 
a sufficiently large area for the develop- 
ment of future operations. The original 
force, however, had shot its bolt. The 
opportunities of the first day of the 
landing had been missed by a series of 
mistakes, each individually excusable, but 
in their sum total disastrous. Had the 
troops which were uselessly squandered 
at Aubers been available in the 
Dardane‘les, Sir Ian might well have 
reached Uonstantinople, in spite of any 
mistakes by his subordinates. As it was, 
nothing remained but to consolidate 
positions till great reinforcements arrived. 
The epic spirit passes from the campaign, 
not to return till the landing at Suvla. 
All the heroism which nearly nullified the 
initial and cardinal blunders in the 
strategic direction from home and the 
smaller mistakes in the field, passes into 
a dull recitative of dust and drought and 
vermin and discomfort. Once more, at 
Suvla, the chance offered—but that story 
remains to be told in another volume.

¢ FATHERS TO PAY. 
(BEFORE MR. H. L. CONNER) 

Inspector Dunleavy charged Fred R. Dixon 
(144) and Robert Buchanan (163), both re- 
siding in the Mountpleasant area, with steal- 
ing a “ Baby ” Austin motor car, the pro- 

rty of Mr. Henry Hellier, Beechgrove, 
Deaton: on the previdus evening. There 
were further charges of being in illegal pos- 
session of the car, and with causing serious 
damage to it by driving it into a wall. 

Mr. Hellier stated that he called at a 
house in Leinster square about 7.50, leaving 
his car outside. A little later he missed the 
car, and then saw it smashed up agaiust a 
wall about one hundred yards away. He did 
not give permission to anyone to take it 

The damage, in his opinion, would be 
about £20. 

A boy, Charles Simpson, deposed that he 
saw the two defendants get into the car, 
which was started by a third boy. They 
went down the square, and crashed into a 
wall. 

Evidence of arrest having been given, 

The defendant, Buchanan, said that he did 
not intend to steal the car or smash it. They 
only wanted to run up and down the square 
in it. 

Dixon made a similar statement. 

Mr. Buchanan and Mr. Dixon, the fathers 
of the boys, appeared, and said that they did 
not think either of the boys knew anything 
about driving a car. The whole thing was 
just a boyish freak. 

The Justice said that it was an expensive 
freak; but he would dismiss the charge of 
stealing and convict on the other two 
charges. If the fathers would agree to make 
good the damage when it was accurately 
ascertained he would adjourn the case. 

Both men agreed to compensate Mr. 
Hellier. 

The Justice adjourned the case for a week, 
and allowed the boys out on their fathers’ 
bail of £10 each. 


CHARGE AGAINST YOUNG MAN. 


A young man, Patrick Cooney, of no busi- 
ness, and no fixed address, was charged by 
Detective Sergeant Dawson with being con- 
cerned in the breaking and entering of a 
house in James’s street some weeks ago. 

The sergeant gave evidence of arresting 
the defendant at Kilcullen on the previous 
day and cautioning him. Cooney said that 
ne kept ‘‘nix’’ for a man who broke into 
133 James’s street, and brought witness 
to the house, where he showed him 
the door through which the man (whose 
name he gave) entered the house.

CANCELLED STAMPS,

Sammerhill)—Scott for affixing previously 
cancelled stamps to the unemployment in- 
surance books of himself and Kelly; and 
Kelly for defacing the unemployment insur- 
ance books of himself and Scott by removing 
unemployment insurance stamps therefrom. 

Mr, J. Ryan, solicitor, for the defence, 
said that Scott found the stamps in Mr. 
Hogan’s shop, and affixed them to the books 
without realising that they had been pre- 
viously used. 

The Justice fined Scott £1 on each of two 
summonses, and fined Kelly 10s. on each of 
two summonses.

MOTORISTS. 


PROPOSED 15-MILE TRACK. 

Lincolnshire is destined to become the 
Mecca ot high-speed motorists, if a scheme 
which has been placed before the Board of 
‘Trade receives official sanction. The proposal, 
which emanates from the Automobile Racing 
Association, is to construct a speedway fifteen 
miles long and over two Téióg an yards wide 
from Gibraltar Point, near Skegness, to Clay 
Hale, which is situated at the mouth of the 
Witham. The track will be one hundred 
yards wide, and the. return loop will be about 
sixty yards wide, while along four miles of 
the straight a stand is to be built for 
spectators. 

The Skegness Urban Council to-day decided 
to support the application to the Board of 
Trade for permission to erect a sea wall 
along the north shore of the Wash to keep 
the high tides off the proposed track.

FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

GOOD many years have passed since 

the work in connection with the 
selfast Garden of Remembrance was 
started, and the memorial is still far from 
completion. Difficulties arose, building 
operations were stopped, controversies re- 
garding design and method became 
fashionable, and gradually the site gained 
the appearance of a wilderness of neglect. 
Statues in the City Hall grounds were 
shifted here and there, and finally 
returned to their original positions, these 
alterations being both meaningless and ex- 
pensive. Then there came a period of 
stagnation, with occasiona: bursts of in- 
dignation from protesting ratepayers, and 
now and again the matter was discussed 
at meetings of the Corporation, when 
various unconvincing reasons were piven 
for the delay. 

Recently, however, there t.ave been signs 
of activity. Work has beer resumed, and 
it is to be hoped that there will be no 
more stoppages until the monument is 
finished. It will be a worthy memorial 
in stone in honour of those who fought and 
suffered in the war; but it is a pathetic 
commentary on such things that hundreds 
of the men who are praised for their 
patrrotism and sacrifice are inmates. of the 
local workhouse, while many are on the 
registers for outdoor relief. It has well 
been written that nothing is so unkind as 
man’s “ingratitude. | 


CHILDREN’S PLAYING-GROUNDS. 


The movement to provide suitable play- 
ing-grounds for children throughout the 
Six Counties is meeting with gratifying 
support. It will be recalled that some 
months ago the Duke of Abercorn spoke in: 
its favour and recommended it to the 
sympathetic consideration of public bodies 
and the community in general. The 
Corporation has done much in this 
respect, and Belfast can compare favour- 
ably with cities of similar size and im- 
portance in the number and extent of the 
parks, while within recent years many 
playing centres for children have been 
provided in industrial districts, all of 
them fully equipped witr swings, sand 
beds and various other forms of recreation 
and amusement. 

The country towns and villages also are 
falling into line; but fev of them are 
likely to have the happy experience of 
Lisburn, where Mrs. Harold Barbour has 
presented a playground for the children 
living on the County Down side of the 
district. This generous lady already has 
given munificent gifts to various deserving 
objects in the North, and the family to 
which she belongs are noted for their 
liberality and helpfulness. In conveying 
the gift to the local urban council, Mrs. 
Barbour asked that there should be no 
public opening, in order that the children 
should have the use,of the grounds as 
early as possible. i.n child of to-day, 
she said, was the citizen of to-morrow, 
and she thought that among the lessons to 
be learned on these playgrounds were con- 
sideration for others, good manners, and 
that sportsmanship which was not far 
removed from Christianity. In the 
pursuit of such ideals much good wil] be 
done for the whole community. 


AN ADMIRA!LE SCHEVE. 


Mr. Chamberlain, manager and engineer 
of the Belfast tramway system, who took 
up the reins of office tast year, is begin- 
ning to make his presence felt with regard 
to playing-grounds and the recreations of 
children in general. Bellevue, the Eden 
of Belfast, is becoming more and more 
popnuiar every week, and, thanks to the 
Corporation, splendid concert parties are 
arranged there, while some of the premier 
bands in England are brought over to 
entertain the throngs cf visitors. 

A scheme which wil. materialise next 
vear is under way at present. whereby 
the poor children of the city will be able 
to enjoy the pure healthy air of the 
country and incidentally get them away 
from the dangers of the street traffic. A 
special return ticket will be issued to 
Bellevue at the small cost of one penny, 
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Aris should enable even the poorest to 
make the trip a common affair. Mr. 
Chamberlain carried out this experiment 
in England só successfully that he had the 
satisfaction of knowing tha‘ the death-rate 
due to street accidents fei] considerably. 
I; is to be hoped that his enterprise in 
Belfast will prove ‘equally satisfactory, 
as the toll of the roads in the North has 
been appalling of late, 


LABCU? PROBLEMS. 


In Labour circles much interest is being 
shown in the Trades Union , 
which is to be opened. in 
September 2. There are various local 
Problems to be considered, apart from 
questions of national importance, and it 
is thought that the unfortunate strike in 
the shipyards may be amicably settled 
during its deliberations. The Council. 
however, is totally opposed to cuts in 
wages, and already has expressed its deter- 
mination to resist all such proposals by 
every means in its power, but it seems 
that the shipyard joiners are not opposing 
a reduction, but demandiny an increase. 
Everyone must deprecate the lowering of 
the standard of living, ana the prosperity 
of industry should by sought in scientific 
equipment and in economical methods of 
management and production. 

It is pleasant to notice that the Trades 
Union Congress Council has no use for 
the various Communist organisations. 
which spread unrest amonz the working 
classes. In the report which has just 
been issued, it is pointed out that the 
Communist campaign advocates the 
destruction of trade unionism in different 
countries, its leaders taking their instruc- 
tions from Moscow with that object in 
view. Happily, the destructive policy of 
these extremists obtains no support in 
Belfast, although the legitimate Labour 
movement 1s spreading, notwithstanding 
the results of the recent parliamentary 
elections. With the exception of the 
troubles in the shipbuilding industry, the 
relations between employers and workers 
in the city are of the happiest nature. 
and it may be that the Congress will he 
able to find a remedy for the joiners’ 
dispute. | 


A BORDER COMEDY.

A case in a Free State court the other 
day showed that the border is of import- 
ance to those who wish to dodge limbs of 
the law. The evidence was to the effect 
that any time a court m+srenger went to 
serve a summons on a man who was being 
prosecuted for debt the defendant simply 
skipped across the dividing line and 
remained “‘‘outside the jurisdiction’’ 
until the unwelcome visito. disappeared. 
In one of his most amusinz films Charlie 
Chaplin pictures an incident of a similar 
ature, the great comedian walking along 
the border line of two American States. 
with a foot on each territory so that he 
might jump to safety on either side when 
danger threatened. 

The border is responsible for many 
ludicrous happenings, and this is only one 
of the series. It was stated that the man 
who skipped has a favin on each side of 
the border, and “when the wind gets up 
ir one quarter they hop it.” The District

COUNCILLOR FOR 
TRIAL. 
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ALLEGED ATTEMPTED 
BRIBERY, 


LIMERICK DETECTIVE’S 
EVIDENCE,

David Humphreys, shopkeeper and mem- 
ber of the Limerick County Council, residing 
at Cappamore, was, at Pallasgreen District 
Sessions yesterday, returned for trial on bail 
to Limerick Court by District Justice Flood, 
on a charge of attempting to bribe Detective 
Sergeant Mulroy, Limerick, on July 17 last, 
while in the execution of his duty. 

Superintendent Hayden, New Pallas, 
prosecuted, and the accused was represented 
by Mr. 8S. Gaffney, solicitor. 

In his evidence Detective Sergeant Mulroy 
stated that he proceeded to Cappamore on 
the date mentioned to investigate a claim 
made by the acensed man for malicious burn- 
ing to his bog at Portnard. In the course of 
inquiries witness interviewed the accused 
man, whom he met at his own door. Both 
went into the defendant's licensed premises, 
and when witness informed him that he re- 
quired a-.statemont the accused man said 
that they had better go into the sittingroom. 
Sefore the statement was finished the de 
fendant turned to witness and asked him 
what he thought of his claim, and witness 
replied that he could not offer an opinion, and 
added that he would have to prove motive. 
The acensed man then said :—* patie it alone 
and don’t do any more about it. 
do me a gocd turn. I will give you some- 
thing out of it, He then said,” the witness 
added—“ If I get £50 1 will give you £10, 
and if I get £125 I will give you £35, or any- 
thing you will say. I will leave *t to your- 
self, and I know a few pounds might suit you 
all right. You can come out some Sunday 
evening when things are quiet after every- 
thing is over. We will fix your share.” 

“He then invited me to tea and a drink, 
which I refused,” said the sergeant. “Il 
then left, and subsequently made a memor 
andum of the conversation.” 

Sergeant Byrne deposed to arresting the 
accused man. After being charged and 
cautioned, he said—*‘*Do you think I am a 
fool. There is not a word of truth in that.” 
The sergeant added that he. too, was engaged 
on making inquiries into the burning of the 
acensed man’s bog.

LONGFORD COURT PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 


Michael Kenny, of Moatfarrell, was charged 
at Longford Court. before Mr. J. H. Rice, 
District Justice, with attempting to commit 
suicide by poisoning. 

Dr F. C. Yorke, Edgeworthstown, stated 
that he attended the accused, who was suffer-

State Solicitor, 
said that his brother was lving on a bed in 
his house, fully dressed, and suffering from 
spasms. He asked him what was wrong with 
him, and the accused séid he had pains in his 
eyes and head, and added, ‘‘I am done for: 
I am tired of life.” 

Accused’s employer, Michael Keane. a 
farmer, of Glannagh. Ballinalee, said that he 
had a small bottle containing strvchnine 
hehind a rafter in an outhouse, and this had 
heen interfered with after the accused had 
visited the place on the day that he was 
found ill in bed by his brother. 

The acevsed. a middle-aged mar. pleaded 
guilty to the charge, and told the Court that

he had not been feeling well for some time 
before 

His brother gave an undertaking to the 
Court that he would look after the accused. 
and he was allowed ont on his brother’s bail. 

CHARGE OF INFANTICIDE. 

Flien Mullalv, a yeung domestic servant, 
was charged with the murder of her infant. 
Kvidence was. given by the accused’s em- 
ployer, Philip Lynch, of Carrick, Binea. that 
the accused complained that she had a pain in 
her head, when he noticed that she was look- 
ing nnwell. Later he examined her room. 
and found a box under the bed from which 
he saw a child’s legs protruding. The accused, 
when questioned by him, said the child was 
dead. 

Dr. Sybil Magan, Granard, gave evidence 
of a postemortem examination of the child. 
Death was due to want of proper attention 
at birth and to suffocation: 

Accused, who sobbed in court during the 
proceedings, and was not professionally repre- 
sented. made no statement. and was returned 
for trial to the Central Criminal Court in 
custody.

Sir,—I read with interest _* Wiator’s " 
article on ‘‘ Dublin’s Traffic Problem” in 
your paper of Monday, and, although I do 
not feel competent to enter into the techni- 
calities of tramcar versus ‘bus, it seems to 
me that he does not sufficiently stress the 
grave source of danger that the '' fixed line ” 
tramcar 1s to both motor traffic and pedes- 
trians. Even after years of experience, can 
any motorist be sure as to which side of a 
tram he should pass on, and what obstruc- 
tion he will find when he has negotiated 
that huge mass which blocks his view‘ Then 
the unfortunate pedestrian, trying to board a 
tram. must ran the risk of being run down 
by motors passing on the near side or lose his 
tat. On alighting one is in equal danger 
whichever footpath one is bound for. ‘Buses 
do not present these risks. 

“ Viator’s’’ criticism of a large percentage 
of private motor drivers I fully endorse. 
Their driving, especially since the trams 
vacated the streets, is seandalous. One 
wonders what the authorities are doing in 
the matter, and would respectfully suggest 
in the public interest that they instruct the 
police to spend less time at this — in 
counting the number of tired workers in the 
‘buses afid more in spotting the criminals 
in the cars. On Saturday last, at 9.15 a.m., 
on a wide and well-known suburban road. a 
motor car swung round an obstruction, and, 
continuing on its wrong side, accelerated to 
a dangerous speed. The road was clear ol 
traffic. save for an unfortunate terrier, which, 
some distance off, was crossing. It would 
appear as if the driver either risked kuling 
the dog, instead of slowing up, or was 
not watching his road. Ether would be a 
heavy offence against the canons.of decent 
motoring. If the latter were the case and 


contemplate the result. Anyhow, the dog 
was killed. and the car continued unchecked, 
I did not witness this occurrence; but | 
know the account is substantially correct. 
Cancellation of driving licence indefinitely, 
plus imprisonment, will be found to be the 
only way of dealing with the present plague 
of dangerous driving. 

In conclusion, I definitely challenge the 
leading article on the tramway strike in 
the same issue of your paper, where you 
state: ‘‘ Private owners of motor vehicles 
are facilitating pedestrians to the best of 
their ability.” From my own observations, 
and what others have told me, no statement 
could be wider of the mark. This morning, 
during the walk from Frankfort avenue to 
bottom of Harcourt street, sixty-eight cars 
passed citywards. in thirty-seven of these 
the driver was the sole occupant. Of the 
remainder scarcely ten had a full load. Along 
the footpaths tramped women and girls, 
hurrying as best they could to business, and 
here and there an elderly woman with heavy 
suit case rested on her way to a railway 
Station. 

Where is the one-time Irish courtesy which 
helped to fill the gap im previous traflic 
crises?’ Now and again during these days 
one sees with pleasure the elderly man of 
the old school of motorists passing with 
every seat occupied. Are we to conclude 
that the “ gentleman ” who rolls alone to and 
from the city, usually lolling with one hand 
on the wheel and the other caressing his 
cigarette, is a fair representative of a large 
proportion of the newer recruits to motoring?

TRAMWAY FINANCE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—On the 19th instant you were good 
enough to publish ‘a letter from me in which, 
m trying to show that the Road Fund had 
benefited substantially at the loss cf tram- 
way revenues, | quoted certain figures show- 
ing the company’s expenditure on “' way- 
leaves,” building and maintaining: street sur- 
faces, and in rates payable to the local autho- 
rities on their tracks. The figure which 
then estimated to cover such outlay 
amounted to a total of £70,000 per annum. 

Since my letter appeared '' A Student of 
Transport,” in your colamns on the 20th 
instant, quoted a statement by the Chairman 
of the ‘‘ramways Company which showed 
that the expenditure amounted to £84,000, 
as against my estimate of £70,000 yearly; 
and your correspondent, “' E.,” in your issue 
of the 21st instant, expressed his view that 
both myself and ‘‘ A Student. of Transport ” 
were hopelessly wrong on the whole question. 

| have, therefore, taken the earliest oppor- 
tunity, in consultation with a skilled 
accountant and with a competent engineer 
who 1s an expert in the technical side of 
tramway construction and maintenance, to 
make a careful investigation of the Tram- 
ways Company's balance sheets for the last 
ten years As, in view of the particular 
methods of solution of the present crisis 
which vou have advocated, it is of first 
importance to get at all the relevant facts, 
I hope 1 am not trespassing unduly on your 
courtesy if | out in some detail the 
results of my investigations. 

Dealing, first, with the construction and 
maintenance of street surfaces (between the 
tramway rails and over eighteen inches of 
each side of the rails), it may help your 
readers if | draw attention to the fact that 
this particular expenditure appears under two 
separate headings in the company’s annual 
balance sheets. Under one of these head. 
ings the cost of new construction and 
renewals is set out, and under the other the 
cost of maintenance and repairs. I group 
these two headings of expenditure together 
in the following table :—

Being rather puzzled about the sharp drop 
in expenditure during the years 1927 and 
1928, I sought information from a respon- 
authority, whose explanation is that 
the reduction arose from the fact that a con- 
siderable proportion of the company’s per- 
manent-way staff were withdrawn from their 
ordinary work in order to undertake the 
reconstruction of the Dublin to Lucan tram- 
ways extension, but I understand that the 
staff is now aga‘n fully oecupied in the work 
of normal street surfaces and track main- 
tenance 
take the annual amount 
spent on track work, as above, for the period 
of ten years—namely, £75,1lll—and analyse 

under two headings. First, I make allow- 
ance for of work during the 
later five, as compared with the earlier five 
vears. Having made this allowance, I pro- 
ceed upon the reasonable assumption that the 
outlay for the present year would be some- 
what less than for the averages of the last 
ter years. I accordingly reduce my 
average figure of £75,111 to £65,000. 
It is now necessary to distinguish be 
tween—(a) the cost of the actual steel track 
and (b) the cost of laying and maintaining 
Street surfaces. 

Gn this point the impartial engineer whom 
I have consulted tells me that not less than 
sixty per cent. of this outlay has nothing to 
do with the provision or maintenance of 
the track, but represerits expenditure on 
paving and maintaming the adjoining street 
surfaces. So I arrive at a figure of £39,000 
annually—which is reasonably approximate to 
the figure of £46,000 mentioned by the Chair- 
man of the Tramways Company (as quoted 
in your issue of the 21st instant) at the

It is also necessary to add that these figures 
are exclusive of the amounts (somewhere 
above £3,000 annually) paid by the company 
fo- licence duties on their tramcars. 

One other apparent inaccuracy in the 
figures which you have published is drawn 
attention to by your correspondent ‘“ Lb. 
Quoting from the company’s balance 
sheet, he says that the total number of cars 
owned by the company is 526. In this he 1s 
correct: but I understand that the average 
number of cars in operation daily 1s between 
200 and 210; and that this number rarely

exceeds 250 cars even on occasions of 
specially heavy traffic, 

As cis iron cá asked íor an undue 
amount, of space to set out the above facts I 
refrain, for the moment, from any comment 
upon the various pro which have been 
made and discussed in your columns; but 
perhaps it is well to repeat that I have no 
interest, directly or indirectly, in the Tram- 
ways Company. 1 have, however, to acknow- 
ledge the courtesy of their officials in replying 
to one or two specific enquiries which

EGG MARKETING. 

TO THE, EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

&in,—Statistics are interesting, but may he 
misleading, and often can be used to prove 
both sides according to the way they are 
looked at. Two of the letters you print from 
correspondents on the above subject in your 
issue of 2ist inst. disagree with Lieutenant- 
Commander Brickenden, because they con- 
sider the way he works out his figures is mis- 
leading. 1 cannot say whether his figures are 
correct or not, but what is of more interest 
is his object in quoting these figures. He 
wants to show that the increase im Irish Free 
State egg exports are far less in proportien 
than dikes countries, and the prices obtained 
have not been such as to justify your 
optimistic remarks. 

Now, apart from his statisties, can this be 
proved? Your two correspondents disagree 
not only with his contention, but with his 
conclusion, but do not give any proof that he 
is not correct. Indeed, one of them makes a 
remark that does not speak well of Ireland— 
‘“‘the greater part of the Irish egg exports are 
made during the clock time.” He says that 
Saturday last the Irish market price for 
selected eggs was 1l6s., and that this was 
higher than any imported eggs in the London 
market, but he does not quote these prices. 
I am no statistician, but for many years | 
have taken a great interest in Irish pouitry, 
and I always carefully examine the market 
prices. The recent prices for eggs in the 
London markets were something like the fol- 
lowing :—English (mark) 20s. 6d., standards 
19s.: Dutch, 17s. to 17s} 3d.; French, 16s. 
to 16s. 3d. The prices for Irish are almost 
always lower than Danish, Dutch or French. 
I note that your correspondents are importers, 
and this would account for their efforts to 
boom the — trade. 

But we have the other side in the letter of 
‘‘Poultry Farmer, which I believe is the 
more correct way of looking at it. His quota- 
tions from the London (Smithfield) market 
and the Manchester market are conclusive 
proof of how much lower prices are obtained 
tor Free State eggs. I do not wish to dis- 
credit what the Government has done, but, 
as “ Poultry Farmer” says, it is only the 
outside of the cup and platter. Irish. Free 
State eggs are not what they should be either 
in size or quality, and something like the 
English system is necessary before the 
standard is raised. It is far better to look at 
the matter in its true light; for then there 
will be a better chance of putting things 
right, : 

Another aspect of the egg question is: does 
the farmer or small poultry keeper in Ireland 
reap the benefit of increased prices? (Mr. 
Barrow as a wholesaler gets over l6s. per 
120, and for some time they are selling in 
Dublin shops at 2s. a dozen. This is a matter 
I have drawn attention to frequently, because 
it works ont in this way: If all the profit 
goes to the exporter and the producer has 
none, poultry-keeping in Ireland will suffer. 
There is a way out of this, and the Govern- 
ment should see to it.—Yours, etc..

SIR,— As one who looks forward with hope 
to the future development of our beautiful 
country as a “'íourist's Mecca,’’ may I 
welcome your. leading article on the subject 
of Irish hotels in your issue of to-day? 

The Irish Tourist Association is doing 
excellent work in advertising the many 
attractions of a holiday in Ireland, and the 
recent Grand Prix, organised by the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, has drawn the atten. 
tion of the cross-Channel and foreign 
motorist in a way that, perhaps, no other 
event could have done. Therefore, it is 
refreshing to hear that at least some of our 
country hotels are at last endeavouring to 
help themselves and to help others by the 
introducing of modern improvements. 

Unfortunately, in some respects, we are a 
self-satisfied people, prone to the impression 
that what we give is good enough; and [I 
fear that each and every hotel pxoprietor, 
with false pride, may assume their inclusion 
in the mere “ Thirty per cent. of hotels that 
were reasonably good.” 

The only hope of improvement lies in the 
large majority realising that they do not 
merit even this low standard. 

During a recent tour 1 stayed at one of 
the ‘‘ palatial’ hotels that: boasted of a 
‘‘chef’’ and a French menu. The result is 
best described in the words of a fellow-guest: 
‘The biscuits and cheese were good.” My 
bill, including garage, teas, etc., approxt- 
mated to eight guineas for one week’s stay. 
On leaving this “ empty palace’ I stayed at 
an ordinary hotel in a more isolated district, 
where the charge, inclusive of garage, teas, 
baths and billiards, was £3 10s. Od. per week. 
In spite of this hotel’s not having a “ foreign 
cheí,” the food was excellent, the appoint- 
ments were clean, and, lastly, but by no 
means the least important asset in any hotel, 
the staff were the personification of kindness

BELFAST, Thursday. 

A GOOD many years have passed since 

the work in connection with the 
Belfast Garden of Remembrance was 
started, and the memorial is still far from 
completion. Difficulties arose, building 
operations were stopped, controversies re- 
garding design and method became 
fashionable, and gradually the site gained 
the appearance of a wilderness of neglect. 
Statues in the City Hall grounds were 
shifted here and there, and finally 
returned to their original positions, these 
alterations being both meaningless and ex- 
pensive. Then there came a period of 
stagnation, with occasiona: bursts of in- 
dignation from protesting ratepayers, and 
now and again the matter was discussed 
at meetings of the Corporation, when 
various unconvincing reasons were given 
for the delay. 

Recently, however, there Lave been signs 
of activity. Work has beer resumed, and 
it is to be hoped that there will be no 
more stoppages until the monument is 
finished. It will be a worthy memorial 
in stone in honour of those who fought and 
suffered in the war; but it is a pathetic 
commentary on such things that hundreds 
of the men who are praised for their 
Tenge and sacrifice are inmates of the 
ocal workhouse, while many are on thé 
registers for outdoor relief. It has well 
been written that nothing is so unkind as 
man’s “ingratitude. 


CHILDREN’S PLAYING-GROUNDS. 


The movement to provide suitable play- 
ing-grounds for children throughout the 
Six Counties is meeting with gratifying 
support. It will be recalled that some 
months ago the Duke of Abercorn spoke in 
its favour and recommended it to the 
sympathetic consideration of public bodies 
and the community in general. The 
Corporation has done much in this 
respect, and Belfast can compare favour- 
ably with cities of similar size and im- 
portance in the number and extent of the 
parks, while within recent years many 
playing centres for children have been 
provided in industrial districts, all of 
them fully equipped with swings, sand 
beds and various other forms of recreation 
and amusement. 

The country towns and villages also are 
falling into line; but fev of them are 
likely to have the happy experience of 
Lisburn, where Mrs. Harold Barbour has 
presented a playground for the children 
living on the County Down side of the 
district. This generous lady already has 
given munificent gifts to various deserving 
objects in the North, and the family to 
which she belongs are noted for their 
liberality and helpfulness. . In conveying 
the gift to the local urban council, Mrs. 
Barbour asked that there should be no 
public opening, in order that the children 


‘should have the ay the grounds as 


early as possible. e child of to-day, 
she said, was the citizen of to-morrow, 
and she thought that among the lessons to 
be learned on these playgrounds were con- 
sideration for others, good manners, and 
that sportsmanship which was not far 
removed from Christianity. In the 
pursuit of such ideals much good will be 
done for the whole community. 


AN ADMIRATLE SCHEMVE. 


Mr. Chamberlain, manager and engineer 
of the Belfast tramway system, who took 
up the reins of office tast year, is begin- 
ning to make his presence felt with regard 
to playing-grounds and the recreations of 
children in general. Bellevue, the Eden

LABCU? PROBLEMS. 


In Labour circles much interest is being 
shown in the Trades Union 
which is to be opened in 
September 2. There are various local 
problems to be considered, apart from 
questions of national importance, and it 
is thought that the unfortunate strike in 
the shipyards may be amicably settled 
during its deliberations. The Council. 
however, is totally opposed to cuts in 
wages, and already has expressed its deter- 
mination to resist all such proposals by 
every means in its power, but it seems 
that the shipyard joiners are not opposing 
a reduction, but demandiny an increase. 
Everyone must deprecate the lowering of 
the standard of living, ana the prosperity 
of industry should be soncht in scientific 
equipment and in economical methods of 
management and production. 

It is pleasant to notice that the Trades 

Union Congress Council has no use for 
the various Communist organisations, 
which spread unrest amonz the working 
classes. In the report which has just 
been issued, it is pointed out that the 
Communist campaign advocates the 
destruction of trade unionism in different 
countries, its leaders takiny their instruc- 
tions from Moscow with that object in 
view. Happily, the destructive policy of 
these extremists obtains no support in 
Belfast, although the legitimate Labour 
movement is spreading, notwithstanding 
the results of the recent parliamentary 
elections. With the exception of the 
troubles in the shipbuilding industry, the 
relations between employers and workers 
in the city are of the happiest nature, 
and it may be that the Congress will he 
able to find a remedy for the joiners’ 
dispute. ) 


A BORDER COMEDY.

A case in a Free State court the other 
day showed that the border is of im port- 
ance to those who wish to dodge limbs of 
the law. The evidence was to the effect 
that any time a court m»srenger went to 
serve a summons on a man who was being 
prosecuted for debt the defendant simply 
skipped across the dividing line and 
remained ‘‘outside the jurisdiction’’ 
until the unwelcome visito: disappeared. 
In one of his most amusing films Charlie 
Chaplin pictures an incident of a similar 
nature, the great comedian walking along 
the border line of two American States. 
with a foot on each territory so that he 
might jump to safety on either side when 
danger threatened. 

The border is responsible for many 
ludicrous happenings, and this is only one 
of the series. It was stated that the man 
who skipped has a favin on each side of 
the border, and “when the wind gets up 
ir one quarter they hop it.’’ The District 
Judge, however, made an order avainst 
the man’s wife, as she was proceeded 
against instead of him, and committed 
her to jail unless certain payments. were 
made. This particular for-n of separation 
may not commend “itself to the persons 
concerned, and probably the ending wil! 
be-all right.

LIMERICK DETECTIVE’S 
| EVIDENCE,

David Humphreys, shopkeeper and mem- 
ber of the Limerick County Council, residing 
at Cappamore, was, at Pallasgreen Distyict 
Sessions yesterday, returned for trial on bail 
to Limerick Court by. District Justice Flood, 
on a charge of attempting to bribe Detective 
Sergeant Mulroy, Limerick, on July 17 last, 
while in the execution of his duty. 

Superintendent Hayden, New Pallas, 
prosecuted, and the accused was represented 
by Mr. H. 8. Gaffney, solicitor. 

In his evidence Detective Sergeant Mulroy 
stated that he proceeded to Cappamore on 
the date mentioned to investigate a claim 
made by the acensed man for malicious burn- 
ing to his bog at Portnard. In the course of 
inquiries witness interviewed the accused 
man, whom he met at his own door. Both 
went into the defendant’s licensed premises, 
and ,when witness informed him that he re- 
quired a statement the accused man said 
that they had better go into the sittingroom. 
Before the statement was finished the de 
fendant turned to witness and asked him 
what he thought of his claim, and witness 
replied that he could not offer an opinion, and 
added that he would have to prove motive. 
The accused man then said :—* pans it alone 
and don’t do any more about it. 
do me a good turn. I will give you some- 
thing out of it, He then said,” the witness 
added—“If I get £50 1 will give you £10, 
and if I get £125 I will give you £35, or any- 
thing you will say. I will leave it to your- 
self, and I know a few pounds might suit you 
all right., You can ceme out some Sunday 
evening when things are quiet after every- 
thing is over. We will fix your share.” 

“He then invited me to tea and a drink, 
which I refused,” said the sergeant. 
then left, and subsequently made a memor 
andum of the conversation.’ 

Sergeant Byrne deposed to arresting the 
aecused man. After being charged and 
cautioned, he said—‘*Do you think I am a 
fool. There is not a word of truth in that.” 
The sergeant added that he. too, was engaged 
on making inquiries into the burning of the 
acensed man’s bog.

LONGFORD COURT PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 


Michael Kenny, of Moatfarrell, was charged 
at Longford Court. before Mr. J. H. Rice, 
District Justice, with attempting to commit 
suicide by poisoning. 

Dr F. C. Yorke, Edgeworthstown, stated 
that he attended the accused, who was suffer- 
ing from strychnine poisoning. and. having 
treated him, the accused recovered after some 
hours.

State Solicitor, 
said that his brother was lving on a bed in 
his house, fully dressed, and suffering from 
spasms. He asked him what was wrong with 
him, and the accnsed séid he had pains in his 
eyes and head, and added, “T am done for: 
I am tired of life.” : 

Accused’s employer, Michael Keane. a 
farmer, of Glannagh. Ballinalee, said that he 
had a small bottle containing strvchnine 
hehind a rafter in an outhouse, and this had 
been interfered with after the accused had 
visited the place on the day that he was 
fonnd ill in bed by his hrother. 

The acensed. a middle-aged mar. pleaded 
guilty to the charge, and told the Court that

he had not been feeling well for some time 
before 

His hrother gave an undertaking to the 
Court that he would look after the accused, 
and he was allowed ont on his brother’s bail. 

CHARGE OF INFANTICIDE. 

Ellen Mullaly, a young domestic servant. 
was charged with the murder of her infant. 
Kvidence was given by the accused’s em- 
ployer, Philip Lynch, of Carrick, Binea. that 
the aceused complained that she had a pain in 
her head, when he noticed that she was look- 
ing unwell.

Srr,—I read with interest * Viator’s " 
article on ‘‘ Dublin’s Traffic Problem in 
your paper of Monday, and, although I do 
not feel competent to enter into the techui- 
calities of tramcar versus ‘bus, it seems to 
me that he does not sufficiently stress the 
grave source of danger that the '' fixed line “ 
tramcar is to both motor traffic and pedes- 
trians. Even after years of experience, can 
any motorist be sure as to which side of a 
tram he should pass on, and what obstruc- 
tion he will find when he has _ negotiated 
that huge mass which blocks his view! Then 
the unfortunate pedestrian, trying to board a 
tram, must ran the risk of being run down 
by motors passing on the near side or lose his 
eat. On alighting one is in equal danger 
whichever footpath one is bound for, ‘Buses 
do not present these risks. | 

‘“ Wiator 's ” criticism of a large percentage 
of private motor drivers 1 fully endorse. 
Their driving, especially since the trams 
vacated the streets, 16 seandalous. One 
wonders what the authorities are doing in 
the matter, and would respectfully suggest 
in the public interest that they instruct the 
police to spend less time at this juncture in 
counting the number of tired workers in the 
‘buses afd more in spotting the criminals 
in the cars. On Saturday last, at 9.15 a.m., 
on a wide and well-known suburban road. a 
motor car swung round an obstruction, and, 
continuing on its wrong side, accelerated to 
a dangerous speed. The road was clear oi 
traffic. save for an unfortunate terrier, which, 
some distance off, was crossing. 
appear as if the driver either risked killing 
the dog, instead of slowing up, or was 
not watching his road. Either would be a 
heavy offence against the canons of decent 
motoring. If the latter were the case and 
“the dog a child,” one does not like to 
contemplate the result. Anyhow, the dog 
was killed. and the car continued unchecked. 
I did not witness this occurrence ; 
know the account is substantially correct. 
Cancellation of driving licence indefinitely, 
plus imprisonment, will be found to be thie 
only way of dealing with the present plague 
of dangerous driving. 

In conclusion, 1 definitely challenge the 
leading article on the tramway strike in 
the same issue of your paper, where you 
state: ‘‘ Private owners of motor vehicles 
are facilitating pedestrians to the best of 
their ability..” From my own observations, 
and what others have told me, no statement 
could be wider of the mark. This morning, 
during the walk from Frankfort avenue to 
bottom of Harcourt stfeet, sixty-eight cars 
passed citywards. in thirty-seven of these 
the driver was the sole occupant. Of the 
remainder scarcely ten had a full load. Along 
the footpaths tramped women and girls, 
hurrying as best they could to business, and 
here and there an elderly woman with heavy 
suit case rested on her way to a railway 
Station. 

Where is the one-time lrish courtesy which 
helped to fill the gap in previous traflic 
crises? Now and again during these days 
one sees with pleasure the elderly man of 
the old school of motorists passing with 
every seat occupied. Are we to conclude 
that the '“ gentleman ” who rolls alone to and 
from the city, usually lolling with one hand 
on the wheel and the other caressing his 
cigarette, is a fair representative of a large 
proportion of the newer recruits to motoring?

Sir,—I am not a shareholder in the ‘4:«m- 
way Company; nor am I the owner of any 
vehicle except a push bicycle ; and I believe that 
the following points probably would interest 
99 out of every 100 similar persons suffering 
inconvenience from the absence ot trams :— 
(1) It is obvious that the Tramivay Com- 
pany cannot pay out in way-leave, wayes, 
dividends, road maintenance, etc., more than 
is received in fares. . 
(2) The solution proposed by the Tramway 
Company for reducing the expenditure to the 
level of income by deducting the whole deficit 
from the wages of the men will not meet 
with general approval, as, even if this were 
agreed to unanimously by the men, it could 
only be a temporary settlement, paving the 
way to further disputes and strixes. 
(5) Reduction of way-leave rent deserves 
further consideration. It appears that when 
these way-leave rents and responsibility for 
payment of the same and for maintenance of 
the roads were undertaken by the Tramway 
Company a practical monopoly was granted 
to tlie Tramway Company. At that time it 
was not contemplated that the monopoly then 
granted would be infringed by allowing the 
roads which are maintained by the Tramway 
Company to be freely used by the “bus com- 
panies, by motors and by heavy motor lorries 
as at present; so that the monopoly, in con- 
sideration of which the Tramway Company 
undertook to make payment of large annual 
sums, is no longer enjoyed. 
(4) The example quoted by Dr. Dwyer of a 
toffee company demanding outdoor relief to 
supplement its deficiency of income Is not 
parallel. If the Government had granted an 
exclusive right to make and sell toffee in con- 
sideration of a large annual payment by the 
toffee company, and if the Government had 
then allowed anyone and everyone to make 
and sell a similar compound (which might be 
called ‘‘ fottee’’), would not the toffee com 
pany have a claim for reduction or abolition 
of its annual payment? 
Reduction of way-leave rents from this | 
point of view would not be in the nature of | 
outdoor relief, but rather an admission that 
the monopoly originally granted is now teing | 
infringed in ways which could not have been | 
foreseen at the time that it was granted. | 

Does not this point to a review ot the | 
annual payments i the Tramway Company 
for way-leave and for the upkeep of the roads, 
and the transfer of its liabilities (in whole or 
in part) to the other users of the roads which 
are paid for and kept in repair by the Tram-

But I do 
wish to emphasise your warning that ‘‘if 
the tramway workers should be forced to 
surrender on this occasion, those of them for 
whom jobs remain will return to work with 
a deep sense of grievance, determined to 
seize tthe first favourable opportunity to strike 


is, in effect, what took place after 
the struggle of 1913. As a consequence of 
the complete defeat of the men on that occa- 
sion, the ranks of the Citizen Army were 
filled with recruits who were keen for re- 
venge. The political situation is, of course. 
entirely different now, and I do not recall 
1913 from any fear of a like happening. 
There is a new spirit among both the men 
and their employers, and the city can be 
proud of the absence of recrimination on 
either side, and of the fine restraint of the 
men.

TRAMWAY FINANCE, 


TO TUE EDITOR OF THE IRIs TIMES, 

Sir,—On the 19th instant you were good 
enough to publish ‘a letter from me in which, 
m trying to show that the Road Fund had 
benefited substantially at the loss cf tram: 
way revenues, Í quoted certain figures show- 
ing the company’s expenditure on “ way- 
leaves,” building and maintaining street sur- 
faces, and in rates payable to the local autho- 
rities on their tracks. The figure which I 
then estimated to cover such outlay 
amounted to a total of £70,000 per annum. 

Since my letter appeared '' A Student of 
Transport,” in your columns on the 20th 
instant, quoted a statement by the Chairman 
of the Tramways Company which showed 
that fhe expenditure amounted to £84,000, 
as against my estimate of £70,000 yearly; 
and your correspondent, “' E.,”’ in your issue 
of the 21st instant, expressed his view that 
both myself and ‘‘ A Student of Transport ”’ 
were hopelessly wrong on the whole question. 

| have, therefore, taken the earliest oppor- 
tunity, in consultation with a skilled 
accountant and with a competent engineer 
who 1s an expert in the technical side of 
tramway eonstruction and majntenance,. to 
make a careful investigation of the Tram- 
ways Company's balance sheets for the last 
ten ‘years As, in view of the particular 
methods of solution of the present crisis 
which you have advocated, it is of first 
importance to get at all the relevant facts, 
I hope 1 am not trespassing unduly on your 
courtesy if I set out in some detail the 
results of my investigations. 

Dealing, first, with the construction and 
maintenance of street surfaces (between the 
tramway rails and over eighteen inches of 
each side of the rails), it may help your 
readers if | draw attention to the fact that 
this particular expenditure appears under two 
separate headings in the company’s annual 
balance sheets. Under one of these head- 
the cost of new construction and 
renewals is set out, and under the other the 
cost of maintenance and repairs. I group 
these two headings of expenditure together 
in the following table :—

Being rather puzzled about the sharp drop 
in expenditure during the years 1927 and 
1928, I sought information from a respon- 
sible authority, whose explanation is that 
the reduction arose from the fact that a con- 
siderable proportion of the company’s per- 
manent-way staff were withdrawn from their 
ordinary work in order to undertake the 
reconstruction of the Dublin to Lucan tram- 
ways extension, but I understand that. the 
staff is now aga‘n fully occupied in the work 
of normal street surfaces and track main- 
tenance 

I now take the average annual amount 
spent on track work, as above, for the period 
of ten years—namely, £75,1ll—and analyse 
it under two headings. First, I make allow- 
ance for reduced costs of work during the 
later five, as compared with the earlier five 
vears. Having made this allowance, I pro- 
ceed upon the reasonable assumption that the 
outlay for the present year would be some- 
what less than for the averages of the last 
te years. I accordingly reduce my 
average figure of £75,111 to £65,000. 
It is now necessary to distinguish be 
tween—(a) the cost of the actual steel track 
and (b) the cost of laying and maintaining 
street surfaces. 

Gn this point the impartial engineer whom 
I have consulted tells me that not less than 
sixty per cent. of this outlay has nothing to 
do with the provision or maintenance of 
the track, but represerits expenditure on 
paving and maintaining the adjoining street 
surfaces, 
annually—which is reasonably approximate to 
the figure of £46,000 mentioned by the Chair- 
man of the Tramways Company (as quoted 
in your issue of the 21st instant) at the 
shareholders’ meeting on the 20th February, 
1928. 

i also have ascertained that the discrep- 
ancy between the ‘‘ way-leave”’ figure quoted 
by ‘‘A Student of Transport ’’—£15,000— 
and your correspondent “ E.,'” who places 
the figure at £13,431, is explained by the 
fact that ‘‘ way-leaves’’ are paid to local 
authorities free of income tax. 

The actual amount of rates payable by the 
company to local authorities on their tracks 
(as distinct from rates on their offices, power- 
house, and other buildings) is not, I think, 
in dispute. It is approximately £23,000 per 
annum. 

We thus arrive at the total amount paid 
t> local authorities, every penny of which 
would fall on the ratepayers if the Dublin 
Tramway Company's services were  with- 
drawn, as follows —

It is also necessary to add that, these figures 
are exclusive of the amounts (somewhere 
alioie £3,000 annually) paid by the company 
fo- licence duties on their tramcars. 

One other apparent. inaccuracy in_ the 
figures which you have published is drawn 
attention to by your correspondent “' L. 
Quoting from the company’s last balance 
sheet, he says that the total number of cars 
owned by the company is 526. In this he 1s 
correct: but I understand that the average 
number of cars in operation daily 1s between 
200 and 210; and that this number rarely

exceeds 250 cars even on occasions of 
specially heavy traffic, 

As T have ba cá asked for an undue 
amount of space to set out the above facts I 
refrain, for the moment, from any comment 
upon the various proposals which have been 
made and discussed in your columns; but 
perhaps it is well to repeat that I have no 
interest, directly or indirectly, in the Tram- 
ways Company. I have, however, to acknow- 
ledge the courtesy of their officials in replying 
to one or two specific enquiries whi 
addressed to. them as to facts and figures.—

EGG MARKETING.

Sin,—Ntatistics are interesting, but may be 
misleading, and often can be used to prove 
both sides according to the way they are 
looked at. Two of the letters you print from 
correspondents on the above subject in your 
issue of 2lst inst. disagree with Lieutenant- 
Commander Brickenden, because they con- 
sider the way he works out his figures is mis- 
leading. 1 cannot say whether his figures are 
correct or not, but what is of more interest 
is his object in quoting these figures. He 
wants to show that the mcrease in Irish Free 
State egg exports are far less in proporticn 
than other countries, and the prices obtained 
have not been such as to justify your 
optimistic remarks. 

Now, apart from his statisties, can this be 
proved? Your two correspondents disagree 
not only with his contention, but with his 
conclusion, bat do not give any proof that he 
is not correct. Indeed, one of them makes a 
remark that does not speak well of lreland— 
‘‘the greater part of the Irish egg exports are 
made during the clock time.” He says that 
Saturday last the Irish market price for 
selected eggs was 1l6s., and that this was 
higher than any imported eggs in the London 
market, but he does not quote these prices. 
I am no statistician, but for many years I 
have taken a great interest in Irish pouitry, 
and I always carefully examine the market 
prices. The recent prices for eggs in the 
London markets were something like the fol- 
lowing :—English (mark) 20s. 6d., standards 
19s.: Dutch, 17s. to 17s: 3d.; French, 16s. 
to 16s. 3d. The prices for Irish are almost 
always lower than Danish, Dutch or French. 
[ note that your correspondents are importers, 
and this would account for their efforts to 
boom the Irish trade. 

But we have the other side in the letter of 
‘*Poultry Farmer,” which I believe is the 
more correct way of looking at it. His quota- 
tions from the London (Smithfield) market 
and the Manchester market are conclusive 
proof of how much lower prices are obtained 
for Free State eggs. I do not wish to dis- 
credit what the Government has done, but, 
as ‘‘Poultry Farmer” says, it. is only the 
outside of the cup and platter. Irish Free 
State eggs are not what they should be either 
in size or quality, and something like tne 
English system is necessary before the 
standard is raised. It is far better to look at 
the matter in its true light; for then there 
will be a better chance of putting things 
right. | 

Another aspect of the egg question is: does 
the farmer or small poultry keeper in Ireland 
reap the benefit of increased prices? (Mr. 
Barrow as a wholesaler gets over 16s. per 
120, and for some time they are selling in 
Dublin shops at 2s. a dozen. ‘This is a matter 
[ have drawn attention to frequently, because 
if works ont in this way: If all the profit 
goes to the exporter and the producer has 
none, poultry-keeping in Ireland will suffer. 
There is a way out of this, and the Govern- 
ment should see to it.—Yours, ete..

The Irish Tourist Association is doing 
excellent work in advertising the many 
attractions of a holiday in Ireland, and the 
recent Grand Prix, organised by the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, has drawn the atten. 
tion of the cross-Channel and foreign 
motorist in a way that, perhaps, no other 
event could have done. Therefore, it is 
refreshing to hear that at least some of our 
country hotels are at last endeavouring to 
help themselves and to help others by the 
introducing of modern improvements. 

Unfortunately, in some respects, we are a 
self-satisfied people, prone to the impression 
that what we give is good enough; and [ 
fear that each and every hotel pxoprietor, 
with false pride, may assume their inclusion 
in the mere “' Thirty per cent. of hotels that 
were reasonably good.” 

The only hope of improvement lies in the 
large majority realising that they do not 
merit even this low standard. 

During a recent tour 1 stayed at one of 
the ‘‘palatial’’ hotels that- boasted of a 
“ehef ” and a French menu. The result is 
best described in the words of a fellow-guest: 
‘The biscuits and cheese were good.” My 
bill, including garage, teas, etc., approxi- 
mated to eight guineas for one week’s stay. 
On leaving this “ empty palace ” I stayed at 
an ordinary hotel in a more isolated district, 
where the charge, inclusive of garage, teas, 
baths and billiards, was £3 10s. Od. per week. 
In spite of this hotel’s not having a “ foreign 
chef,’”’. the food was excellent, the appoint- 
ments were clean, and, lastly, but by no 
means the least important assct in any hotel, 
the staff were the personification of kindness 
and attention.—Yours, etc.,

TO MEET BRITISH 
CLAIMS. 


GERMAN AT FINANCIAL 
CONFERENCE. 
From Keuter’s CorresponDent. 
THE HAGUE, Thursday. 


The four Powers—France, Belgium, 
Italy and Japan—have lost no time in 
grappling with the new situation created 
by this morning’s decision to make a last 
effort to find a solution which will pre- 
vent the breakdown of The Hague Con- 
ference. Their financial delegates met 
this afternoon for a conference, lasting 
nearly two hours, and, for the first time, 
Germany was represented at a meeting of 
the four creditor Powers, in the person of 
Dr. Helferding, Minister of Finance. 

It was afterwards announced that a 
further meeting was to be held at seven 
o'clock this evening. 

The fact that Dr. Helferding is attend- 
ing these meetings is of great interest and 
is taken to indicate that Germany is 
being invited to make suggestions as to 
how the British claims can be met with- 
out altering the structure of the Young 
plan. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S SUCCESS. 


It certainly seems clear that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer’s tenacity cf pur- 
pose and determination to maintain his 
standpoint is at last to bear fruit by the 
submission of a new offer by the four 
Powers, which will, it is believed, contain 
concessions on the part of Italy. 

In the meantime the work of preparing 
the organisation of the committe-s pro- 
vided for in the Young plan is going on. 
Sir Charles Addis and Sir Andrew 
McFadyean, Commissioner of Controlled 
Revenues under the Dawes scheme, ate in 
The Hague for this purpose. 


MORE HOPEFUL FEELING. 


Altogether a more hopeful feeling pre- 
vails to-night in The Hague, and to- 
morrow will see if it is justified. 

Rumours have been in circulation here 
that the proposals of the British delega- 
tron for a revision of the distribution 
arrangements under the Young plan are 
merely a pretext, and that the real objevt 
is to prevent the creation of the Bank of 
International Settlements. 

The Press Association is authorised to 
state that there is no foundation whatever 
for the rumours. It should not be neces- 
sary to reiterate that the British claims 
in the financial sphere are based upon 
elementary constructions of practice and 
good faith; and that their satisfaction is a 
sine qua won of further progress. 

These claims are in no way connected 
with the Bank scheme, which must be dealt 
with on its merits in due course. 


THE BANK SCHEME. 


The British delegation has always viewed 
with the: greatest sympathy the objectives 
underlying the Bank scheme. It is hoped 
that the institution proposed may con- 
tribute to closer co-operation between the 
central banks of the various countries 1n 
regard to such questions as the control of 
credits and gold reserves. 

Such proposals as the British delegation 
may put forward will be directed to pro- 
moting the usefulness of the Bank in this 
sphere. 


NEGOTIATIONS. WITH

GRAVITY OF BREAKDOWN 
RECOGNISED,

Soon alter breakfast Mr. Macdonald 
was in communication with The Hague 
through Downing street. Three com- 
munications from The Hague arrived at 
Lossiemouth during the afternoon, and 
for three hours continuously the Prime 
Minister's Private Secretary was on the 
telephone to London. 

Mr. Macdonald told a Press Association 
reporter that it had been an exceptionally 
heavy day, and that not only The Hague. 
but other matters had engaged his earnest 
attention, 

He was too busy to join the luncheon 
party of the Morayshire Clubs in Lossie- 
mouth. He arrived just as the company 
was breaking up, and before the de- 
parture of the visitors in motor coaches 
he gave them a few words of greeting in 
the street, and expressed the hope that 
they were having a good time. He was 
able to spare only an hour with the two 
American visitors who arrived at Lossie-. 
mouth on Wednesday to see him—Mr. J. 
G. McDonald, Chairman of the Foreign 
Policy Association of America, and Mr. 
J. QD. Rockefeller, - grandson of the 
American millionaire, who is travelling 
with him as his secretary. Over the 
luncheon table at a hotel they talked 
about European politics, and then the 
Prime Minister hurried back to his house 


to receive further reports from Downing 
street. 


THE ELGIN CEREMONY. 


Arrangements for to-day’s ceremony of 
conferring the Freedom of Elgin on the 
Prime Minister are complete. Mr. 
Macdonald has agreed to figuré in the 
taking of a ‘‘talkie”’ film: after the 
Freedom ceremony. General Dawes is 
motoring over from Blair Atholl, and will 
speak at the luncheon, but the Prime 
Minister will have no further conversa- 
tions with him on naval disarmament 
before his departure for London on Satur- 
day. 

Weather permitting, Mr. Macdonald 
will make the journey to London by air. 
He will leave at about ten o'clock in the 
morning and arrive in London between 
four and five in the afternoon. If the 
weather is unfavourable, he will travel 
by the 4.5 p.m. night express train, 
which is due in London early on Sunday 
morning. 


THE AMERICAN VISIT. 


The date of Mr, Macdonald’s visit to 
America cannot yet be announced. With 
regard to the report that the visit had 
been expedited, Mr. Macdonald said that 
the arrangements were only provisional, 
and that no change had taken place. He 
denied a suggestion that he would be 
going over to the United States in the 
first week in October, and he pointed out 
that there must necessarily be some 
preparation after his return from Geneva. 


EXPECTED EARLY IN OCTOBER.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is expected to 
arrive in the United States to visit Presi 
dent Hoover between October 1 and 
October 10. He will be accompanied by 
his daughter and a small staff. Sir 
Esmé Howard, the British Ambassador, 
has invited the Prime Minister to be the 
guest of the British Embassy, but it is 
probable that President Hoover will 
desire that he should stay at the White 
House for at least part of the time that 
he is in Washington.

CONTINUATION SCHOOLS 


PROPOSED. 


It is learned that a bill to provide for the 
establishment of continuation’ schools in the 
Free State is now being prepared’ by the 
Ministry of Education for introduction in the 
autumn session vt Dail Eireann It is pro- 
posed to begin with the bigger centres of 

ulation, and then gradually to extend the 
scheme to the whole country. Attendance 
at the continuation schools will be made com- 
pulso for all children (not receiving 
secondary education) up to the age of six- 
teen years. Special rules will apply to boys 
and girls apprenticed to trades or businesses, 
but all must attend a certain number of hours 
each week at the continuation schools. The 
curriculum in the proposed schools will cover 
@ general education course, in whieh, of 
course, the Gaelic Janguage will have a pre- 
dominant place. 

It is expected that the new schools will 
provide occupation for many Gaelic teachers 
at present unemployed. 

e cost of the new system, it is stated 
unofficially, will be considerable, but it is 
felt that all right-thinking taxpayers will re- 
gard it as money well spent, since the aim 
of the scheme is the creation of an educated 
Gaelic-speaking artisan class.

TRAM DISPUTE. 


THE STRIKE. 


GUARDING INTERESTS 
OF RATEPAYERS. 


The tramway strike in Dublin continues 
without prospect of a settlement. For 
over a week now the public has been 
awaiting a move by either or both 
sides towards restoring the service, 
but another day has passed without 
development. . 

As stated in the ‘ Irish Times ” yester- 
day, between thirty and forty men 
employed at the company’s power 
Station at Ringsend were “ paid off ”' 
on Wednesday evening, as their 
services would not be needed during 
the strike. 
employés, who are styled 
men,” remain on duty there. 

In a statement which they issued yester- 
day, the Dublin City Commissioners 
refer to the financial position of the 
company. For the year 1928, they 
point out, the company’s published 
Statement of accounts showed a 
surplus of income over expenditure 
substantially greater than the surplus 
in the previous year.

, Yesterday the men’s union began pay- 
ment of. strike benefit at the Trades Hall, 
Capel street, and the Dublin Workers’ 
Council Hall, Lower Gardiner street. At 
both places the strikers formed up in long 
queues, and officials of the organisation 
had a busy time paying out. Those men 
who were not paid yesterday will receive 
their benefit to-day. The Blackrock and 
Dalkey section will be paid at Blackrock 
at 11 o'clock to-day. 

An /rish Times representative was able 
yesterday to secure a full list of the 
benefits which will be granted during the 
strike. As stated already, members of 
the union who are in full benefit will 
receive £1 weekly, with 2s. a week for 
each child. In the case of members not 
in benefit, it is now learned, the union 
has decided to pay 17s. 6d. per week to 
single men and £1 per week to married 
men, with 1s. addition for each child. To 
men who joined the organisation at the 
commencement of the strike and others 
who are not members but are assisting in 
the strike, the union will pay 15s. pe: 
week per man. 


£3,000 A WEEK. 


In conversation with Mr. G. F. 
Gillespie, Irish Secretary of the union, 
yesterday, our representative gathered 
that the payment of strike benefits would 
amount to approximately £5,000 a week. 
This sum was described as being com- 
paratively small for an organisation 
which is more than half a million strong. 
In London alone 40,000 ‘bus men are 
attached to the union, and ninepence a 
week from each of these men, Mr. 
Gillespie pointed out, would go a long 
way towards the payment of strike 
benefit in Dublin. 

Meetings of the men had been held 
daily since the strike began, but owing to 
the payment of benefit no meeting was 
held yesterday, and the next meeting will 
not take place until to-morrow. Mr. 
Kershaw and Mr. Berry, members 
of the Executive Council, are expected 
back in Dublin by the week-end, 
and Mr. Harold Clay, National Secretary 
of the Passenger Group, will return from 
London when he has reported on the situa- 
tion to the Executive. 


CROWDED, "BUSES. 


Since the strike began the ‘bus con- 
ductor’s lot has been by no means an 
enviable one. Wild rushes for seats have 
taken place at many starting places, and 
it has been almost impossible to prevent 
serious overcrowding. The Guards have 
taken note of the overcrowding, and during 
the week-end the authorities will decide 
whether ‘or not hundreds of summonses 
should be issued against conductors for 
carrying persons in excess of the number 
of registered passengers. 


STATEMENT BY COMMISSIONERS. 


The Dublin City Commissioners yester- 
dav issued the following statement : — 

“In connection with letters and reports 
of interviews, etc., recently appearing in 
the Dublin Press, there appears to be a 
general impression that the financial posi- 
tion of the Tramways Company has become 
so serious as to prevent them carrying on 
their operations under existing conditions. 
It is, therefore, right to point out that 
the company’s published statements of 
accounts show that for the year 1928 the 
surplus of income over expenditure was 
substantially greater than the similar 
surplus in 1927. 

“The Commissioners, as guardians of 
the interests of the city ratepayers, must 
make it perfectly clear that they would 
have no more right to forego the way-leave 
payments in connection with a question 
as to the amount of dividends for the 
shareholders of the Tramways Company 
than to subsidise the Tramways Company s 
competitors who have found themselves in 
financial difficulties, either of which pro- 
posals would involve additional burdens 
on the citizens. 

“ As employers and employés both claim 
that they have an unassailable case, they 
should have no difficulty in immediately 
seeking arbitration without reservations. 
It is manifest that no arbitration can be 
held while they maintain their present 
attitude.”’

LABOUR’S CAUSTIC 
COMMENT, 


The establishment of a State Commission 
to inquire into the dispute and to make 
specific suggestions for the conclusion of 
a permanent settlement is urged by the 
current issue of The Irtshman, the organ 
of the Irish Labour movement, as “the 
way out” of the present tramway dead- 
lock. The journal states :— 

“Up to the present the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce says that neither 
party to the dispute has asked for his 
intervention, and he, therefore, does 
nothing but watch. But the Minister has 
a duty to the public, and he has the 
power to intervene without being asked. 
Under Section 4 of the Industrial Courts 
Act, 1919, the Minister has power to set 
up a tribunal to inquire into the dispute 
and all the attendant circumstances. He 
can make the tribunal’s terms of refer- 
ence as wide as he pleases, and the 
tribunal can be given all the power it 
needs to ensure that all relevant informa- 
tion is submitted to it. Such a tribunal 
fcould make a searching examination of 
the whole problem, and work out a 
practical and permanent solution for sub- 
mission to the Minister and the public as 
the basis of legislation as soon as the 
Oireachtas meets: Meanwhile, the trams 
should resume running on the old terms. 
“We commend these suggestions to the 
tramwaymen and their union, to the com- 
pany, to the public, and to the Minister— 
and invite them to suggest a reasonable 
alternative if they can.” 

“The Minister has nothing to say to 
it,” was the reply made to an Jrish Times 
representative who submitted the sug- 
gestion to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce for Mr. MeGilligan’s comments.

OFFICIAL CORRECTION 
OF WRONG IDEAS,

In view of the interest that has been 
evinced by many of our readers in the 
matter of the export and marketing of 
eggs by the Irish Free State, an /rish 
Times representative has secured from 
officials of the Department of Agriculture 
some particulars that may be )Í fursher 
interest. 

In a letter published some days ago 
Ljieutenant-Commander’  Brickenden, of 
Gorey, wrote expressing the opinion that 
too optimistic a note had been sounded as 
to the position of the export trade of eggs 
from the Free State, his opinion being 
that such optimism was not justified. He 
cited figures showing that whereas the ex- 
ports have increased in France by 286.2 
per cent., in Australia by 118.6 per cent. 
and in Canada by 98 per cent., to mention 
only a few cases, the trade from the Free 
State had increased only by 2.5 per cent. 


ing the same period the average price 
paid in England for foreign eggs had been 
higher for eggs from Australia, Denmark, 
America, Canada, Holland, Italy, Belgium 
and France, than for eggs from the Free 
State. Only Chinese, Russian and Egyp- 
tian eggs fetehed a lower average price. 
Australian eggs, which headed the prices, 
fetched, according to the list, 17s. 6d. 
per long hundred. Free State eggs 
brought only 12s. 64d., or 9d. per long 
hundred more than Chinese. 

When official information was sought on 
these figures, the reply was to the effect 
that the statements made by Lieutenant- 
Commander Brickenden needed elucidat- 
ing. It was not stated, for instance, 
whether the exports cited comprised all 
eggs from the countries named, nor was 
it made clear what period was covered. 
The figures could not be accepted until 
further particulars were forthcoming. 

‘Your correspondent, Mr. James 
Sinclair,” said an official, “is to the 
point when, in his letter of tha 19th inst., 
he writes:—Further, the average prices 
paid ‘during the same period '— 
whatever that may be, are most mis- 
leading. Take the first on the lrst— 
Australia. It is well known that Australia 
only exports to Britain during the three 
or four months of the winter, when the 
prices are very high. The same applies 
to Canada and America, while the Irish 
Free State exports all. the year round. 
In the case of Denmark, her exports to 
Britain during the spring months, when 
prices are low, are small compared with 
those of the winter months. The Danes 
preserve a large quantity of their spring 
supply, and the extra cost of storing these 
eggs for six to nine months should be 
taken off the average price given.’ ”’ 

Mr. Sinclair is right when he says that, 
if Lieutenant-Commander' Brickenden 
would give us the increase in the total 
exports from the various countries to all 
places over, say, a period of the last five 
years, and also the average price for 
same over the whole year, there is no 
doubt that the position disclosed would 
justify optimism. 

“ Your correspondent, ‘ Poultry Farmer,’ 
is also. mistaken in his figures as to 
prices. The heavy export trade of eggs 
from the Free State takes place during 
the months of March, April and May, 
whilst the heavy trade from Denmark and 
other countries takes place in the months 
of October, November and December. But 
taking these months for 1928 the average 
prices for eggs of the same weight were 
as follows :— 

“Northern Ireland, ód. 
per 120. 

“ English eggs, average 17s. 8d. per 120. 

“Danish eggs, average 16s. 1d. per 120. 

“ Free State eggs, average from 15s. 10d. 
to 17s. 2d. per 120. 

“ In the month of January, 1928, Free 
State eggs averaged as high as 23s, 6d. 
per long hundred. 

“Poultry Farmer’ is also misleading 
in his reference to ‘National Mark Eggs.’ 
Eggs in England‘ are not stamped with the 
National Mark, neither aré* eggs from 
Northern Ireland. The boxes containing 
these eggs are so stamped, but when the 
eggs are taken from the box and 
retailed they bear no mark. . The 
high price for Northern Ireland eggs is, 
to a certain extent, due to the fact that 
they can be taken from their boxes, and. 
as they bear no mark, they can be offered 
as new laid English eggs. Free State 
eggs, im common with other countries. 
bear their national mark on the shell. 

Comparisons are, however, odious. 
Since the British Order of 15th April, 
which compels all eggs to be stamped with 
the country of origin, and the intense 
campaign in England for home-produced 
eggs, prices have been inflated for the 
home egg, but that inflated price cannot, 
and will not, last when it is found that 
eggs imported from the Free State are of 
at least equal quality. Meanwhile the 
unstamped eggs exported from Northern 
Ireland rank with the English home 
product and have equal value. 

Dealing with the charge made by a 
lady in Scotland that ‘‘ two out of every 
dozen Free State eggs she purchases are 
rotten,” the official view was that, if 
merchants in Scotland hold over their 
supplies until they are stale or unfit for 
human consumption, the Govgrnment here 
are helpless, but the purchaser, if she has 
any regard for her native land, will 
acquaint the Public Health Authorities in 
her city, and action will soon be taken. 
That would do much more good than 
sitting down wailing out a complaint. 

When he charges the Department of 
Agriculture with “ only cleaning the out- 
side of the cup and platter,’’ ‘‘ Poultry 
Farmer ’’ reveals his ignorance of what 
the Department have done. The Depart. 
ment, through their marketing inspectors, 
have attacked this egg export trade more 
vigorously and successfully than any 
other Government in Europe. Once Irish 
eggs were a by-word on the English 
market. Now they rank next to the home 
product—this because of special grades 
making for freshness the year round, and 
the use of standard packages. During the 
summer an intensive postal and border 
examination of consignments of Free 
State eggs being exported has been carried 
out, and faulty eases, wherever found. 
were forfeited. When a _ satisfactory 
excuse was not forthcoming, the. ex- 
porter’s registration was cancelled. 

Again, “Poultry Farmer” is not in- 
formed of what has been done in the 
matter of packing stations. There are at 
present over five hundred registered pack- 
ing stations in the Irish Free State, all 
under the closest departmental super- 
vision. In addition there is being carried 
on a far-reaching campaign by leaflets 
posters and other channels, impressing on 
poultry-keepers the importance of having 
eggs of undoubted quality, and the neces- 
sity of producing pullets for laying in the 
autumn months, when the value of eggs is 
about double that of the spring-produced

CRITICAL DAYS AT 
THE HAGUE. 


SOUNDNESS OF MAIN 
FRAMEWORK, 


The Times to-day, in a leading article on 

“Critical Days at The Hague,” says :— 
If the Conference were permitted to break up 
‘n disorder without reaching any agreement 
as to the future of the two great problems. 
it was cor.vened to settle, the repercussions 
upon the political and economic life of Europe 
might very well become _ incalculably 
dangerous. That is a risk which public 
opinion outside the Conference cannot 
altogether avert, but which it may’ well 
intensify. The difference of opinion, for 
justance, which the discussions have so far 
revealed has tended. during the last few days 
to focus itself upon the difficulty arising out 
of the refusal of the Italian delegates to sur- 
render the increase in the percentage of the 
German annuities which is allotted to them 
by the Experts’ Report at the expense of 
(3reat Britain. 
There is an irresponsible tendency in some 
quarters to dramatise this difference as a 
personal duel between Mr. Snowden and 
Signor Mussolini. Nothing could be better 
calculated, in the circumstances, to bring 
about a real breakdown. And, fortunateiy, 
there is no necessity to regard the 
adjournment, which must, in any event, take 
place within a few days, in such a 
tragic light. Even if the time has proved 
too short to reconcile immediately the 
divergent points of view which have revealed 
themselves that is no reason why the Confer- 
ence should. despair of its greater task of 
conciliation and pacification. 

The soundness of the main framework of 
the Young plan has never been called in 
question, and, though the modificatiow of its 
details is certainly proving more tiresome 
than was anticipated, there is still no reason 
for doubting that in some form or other it 
will eventually be substituted for the Dawes 
scheme at present in force. 

The German nervousness at the prospect 
of a continuation of the Dawes annuities after 
September 1 is, therefore, groundless, how- 
ever natural it may appear in the circum 
stances. Until agreement has been reached 
over the details of the Young plan, which 
still exists only on paper, there is really no 
alternative to the continuation of the Dawes 
plan, which has worked admirably in prac- 
tice for nearly five years. It is, of course, 
regrettable that German finances should he 
inconvenienced by the postponement of the 
execution of the experts’ report; but there is 
no reason why adjustments should not be 
made later when the work of the Conference 
has finally been completed. 

THE RHINELAND, 

Nor is there any more substantial ground 
for anxiety on the question of the Rhine- 
land. The discussions in the Politcal 
Committee of the Conference have shown 
clearly that on the principle of evacuation 
there is no difference of opinion. 

M. Briand has declared his readiness to 
begin the withdrawal of the French troops 
as soon as possible. His reluctance to name 
definite dates, though apparently miscon- 
strued by German opinion is really quite 
consistent. The view .of the French Go- 
vernment has always been that under the 
Treaty of Versailles evacuation is dependent 
upon the settlement of the reparation ques- 
tion. Until, therefore, agreement has been 
reached’ upon this prior issue, M. Briand 
can hardly be expected to commit himself 
too definitely. 

Meanwhile, whatever may be the outcome 
of to-day’s meeting, it is clear that far larger 
issues are at stake than the financial ques- 
tions, which have hitherto occupied the most 
prominent place in the mind of the public. 

It will, of course, be most unfortunate 
if the failure of the four Powers to make 
a more serious attempt to meet the British 
demands renders an immediate adjournment 
necessary, but an adjournment is certainly 
preferable to an inequitable settlement, pro- 
vided that the way can still be kept open 
to an early resumption of negotiations. And, 
even if it should prove impos 
sible this week to find a way 
out of the present impasse, Mr. Snowden’s 
firm defence of the. rights of the British 
He has 
been able to show the Conference that he has 
his- country solidly behind him, and his 
statement of the British case has in no way 
been impaired by the dialectics of his 
opponents, In spite of the ingenious argu- 
ments of Signor Pirelli and of Senator 
Mosconi, the British public is still as strongly 
convinced as ever that Mr. Snowden has both 
logic and justice on his side, and that is a 
fact which, in the long run, must exercise a 
decisive effect om the ultimate fate of the 
negotiations. It is just possible to hope that 
by this afternoon the four Powers will have 
agreed upon an offer which will be sufficiently 
close to Mr. Snowden's demand to afford the 
basis for a reasonable compromise. That 
would be the easiest solution of all. Failing 
that, an adjournment of the discussion to a 


later date would give everyone time to recon- 
sider the position.

The Arbitration CGourt’s award in the 
cotton trade dispute represents a com- 
promise, the employers receiving 
exactly half of what they sought. 

Mr. Justice Rigby Swift, President of the 
Court, last night announced that the 
Board had found that the employers’ 
claim for a reduction of 124 per cent. 
on the standard piece-price list rates 
of wages had been sustained, the re- 
duction to take place from the pay- 
day of the week ending September 14. 

The Court was not at all convinced that 
a wage reduction was the only remedy 
for the present state of affairs, but it 
was convinced that something must 
immediately be done to alleviate the 
present position. As an immediate 
easement, the reduction should he 
made. i 

In the opinion of the Court, it was most 
desirable that the Sub-Committee ap- 
pointed by the Premier last month 
should deal with the whole matter at 
the earliest possible moment. 


PRESIDENT’S REVIEW. 


WAGE REDUCTION NOT 
THE ONLY WAY. 


In a tense silence the President read 
the terms of the Court’s award. After 
having thanked the principals who had 
conducted the respective cases for the 
friendly and courteous atmosphere in 
which the sessions had been’ conducted, 
he traced the history of the dispute, and 
repeated the terms of the agreement 
reached last Thursday between the em- 
ployers and the operatives to set up the 
Board. He then went on to say -—Having 
heard the whole of the evidence and the 
arguments presented by the parties, we 
have come to the conclusion that the em- 
ployers’ case for a reduction is made out, 
and they have sustained their claim to 
have wages reduced. 

During the course of the case the 
evidence disclosed that the cotton industry 
in Lancashire was in a very depressed 
condition, and our attention was called 
to the many factors which contributed to 
its present deplorable state. It was con- 
tended on behalf of the employés that 
no reduction in wages should be made 
until the cotton industry had, in other 
respects, put its house in order. Our 
attention was also called to the fact that 
in July of this year the Prime Minister 
had appointed a sub-committee of the 
Committee of Civil Research to consider 
and report upon the present condition and 
prospects of the cotton industry, and to 
make recommendations as to any action 
which might appear desirable and prac- 
ticable in order to improve the position 
of that industry in the markets of the 
world. : 

Our reference has one, and only one, 
purpose, and we are-not charged with 
the reorganisation of the industry—a task 
which has been undertaken by the Sub- 
Committee of the Committee of Civil 
Research. The Board has listened with 
interest to the arguments of both parties, 
Spreading over a wide field, and is not 
at all convinced that a reduction in wages 
is the only remedy for the present state 
of affairs. But it is also convinced that 
something must immediately be done to 
alleviate the present position, and as 
an immediate easement it is unanimously 
of opinion that some reduction in the 
rate of wages should be made. In the 
opinion of the Board, it is most desirable 
that the above-mentioned sub-committee 
should deal with the whole matter at the 
earliest possible moment. 


UNANIMOUS AWARD. 


In the meantime they unanimously 
make the following award :— 

“In respect of those classes of work- 
people covered by the operatives’ amalga- 
mations, 125 per cent. reduction on the 
standard piece price list of rates of 
wages, which, in the case of operatives 
who are at present paid 95 per cent. on 
‘the standard list, will reduce the agzre- 
gate percentage addition of such lists 
irom 95 per cent. to 825 per cent., and 
means a reduction of 6.41 per cent. on 
their current wages; and a similar reduc- 
tion of 124 per cent. from other lists, 
which vary from 95 per cent., and an 
equivalent reduction in the wages of all 
operatives who are not paid by piece price 
lists. 

“The reduced rates of wages shall come 
into operation after making-up day in 
the week ending September 7, and shall 
be paid on the pay day of the week end- 
ing September 14.” 


HOW THE COMPRO- 
MISE WAS REACHED. 


PRESIDENT’S SUGGESTION, 
The Press Association understands that at 
the afternoon session of the Arbitration 
Court, Mr. James Bell, Secretary of the 
United Textile Factory Workers’ Association, 
had completed his evidence, and was being 
questioned by Mr. John Gray, Vice-President 
of the Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, when Mr. Justice Swift suggested 
that the parties might get together and 
attempt to arrive at some suitable basis for 
an agreement, which would be acceptable to 
both sides. 
For this purpose the Board adjourned. 
' The representatives of both sides at first 
met separately, and then the operatives 
walked to the room in which the employers 
were meeting. After a few minutes’ con- 
ference they returned to their own room and 
were joined later by the employers. They 
then appointed four representatives each to

It was ten minutes to four when the con- 
ference between the Board and the repre- 
sentatives of the employers and’ the opera- 
tives began but it was not until seven o'clock 
that the thirteen men who had been discuss- 
ing the issue came down the stairs towards 
the Lord Mayor’s parlour, where the Board’s 
private sessions had been held, and the terms 
were afterwards announced. 


OFFICIAL’S STATEMENT. 

An official of one of the employers’ or- 
ganisations last night explained to the 
Special Correspondent of the Press Asso- 
ciation that the application originally 
was for a. twenty-five per cent. reduc- 
tion, which was equivalent to a reduction on 
present earnings of 12.82 per cent. ‘‘ The 
award of the court,” he added, “is twelve 
and a half per cent. on list prices, which 
is equivalent to 6.41 per cent. on current 
earnings.” 

The terms of reference to the Court of 
‘Arbitration were to consider a reduction of 
twenty-five per cent. of the standard piece 

ice list rates of wages, which means a re- 

uction of 12.82 per cent. on current wages. 
The actual reduction of wages to be made is 
twelve and a half per cent. on the standard 
piece price list rates, instead of the twenty- 
five asked for, and 6.41 per cent, of current 
wages, instead of twelve and a half per cent. 

Mr. J. Bell, Secretary of the United Tex- 
tile Factory Workers’ Association :—‘‘ The em- 
ployers have to be content with half of what 
they claimed. I think we were wise to ask 
for arbitration.”’

MINISTER'S NEW ORDER. 


- 


An Order under the Statistics Act, 1926, 
has been made by the Irish Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce for the 
taking of a census of industrial production 
in the Free State in respect of the present 
year. 

The procedure will be the same as that 
adopted for the taking of the census in 
respect of the year 1926. Schedules and in- 
structions will be issued early in January 
next to all manufacturers and producers who 
are required to furnish returns. The returns 
are to be completed and forwarded to the 
Director of Statistics, Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, not later than March 
1, 1930. 

The industries, trades and businesses of 
which statistics are required are set out in 
the Order under the following heads :— (1) 
Food, drink and tobacco; (2) textiles; (3) 
apparel; (4) wood and timber; (5) metals 
construction 
and repair of vehicles; (7) chemicals, oils 
and paints; (8) paper and printing; (9) 
brick, cement, glass, etc.; (10) hides, skms 
and leather; (11) shipbuilding and boat- 
building; (12) generation and distribution 
of gas and electricity; (13) other industries, 
trades and bus:nesses. 

The last-mentioned includes artificial 
flowers, games, toys and sports requisites, 
laundry, cleaning and dyeing, building and 
contracting and road construction, mintng, 
railways, tramways, canals, harbours, and 
construction and maintenance works by 
public authorities. 


FIREMAN AWARDED 
HEAVY DAMAGES.

BLINDED BY MONKEY 
WRENCH.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 
Robert Cain, whose home is in Liverpool, 
and.who was employed as a fireman aboard 
an American boat, was awarded $12 600 
(£2,400) damazes by the United States Circuit 
Court against the Alpha Steamship Company 
of New Jersey.

IMPORTANCE OF, A. STATE 
SUBSIDY. 


LLVERPOOL WRITER'S 
‘SUGGESTION, 


- 


“ On the political side we can point to the 
isolation of Ireland, which is reached to-day 
by the same means of transport as was used 
long before the days of Casar, says Mr. 
Matthew Anderson in an article on “An 
Aviation Policy for Liverpool,’’ printed in the 
August number of the Mersey Air News. 
The Mersey Air News is the official organ 
of the Liverpool and District Aero Club. 
Continuing, Mr. Anderson says:—‘‘It is a 
political necessity to speed up the communi- 
cations between this country and the capitals 
of the Jrish Free State and the Irish Northern 
Government, but the only serious attempt to 
see whether the journey can be done by air 
was made by the Liverpool Organisation last 
September, in conjunction with the City of 
Belfast, at considerable. cost to themselves. 
In the next war it is probable that Ireland 
will be of vital importance to this country 
as a military supply and defence base, and 
that the best and satest means of communica. 
tion will be by air. The right time to 
develop these air communications is now. 

‘‘Commercially, air communication be- 
tween Liverpool and Ireland would be a boon, 
as it would mean not only that Ireland and 
the North of England would be brought as 
close to each other in point of time as Liver- 
ool is to Birmingham, but that officials and 
yusiness men could go to London and return 
the same day if necessary, or go direct to 
the continent of Europe by way of Hull. 

“ Before it is too late 1 would suggest to 
the Aero Club that it should itself call, or 
invite the Lord Mayor or the Liverpool 
Organisation to call a meeting of persons Te- 
presenting the principal commercial and in- 
dustrial interests df Liverpool, together with 
representatives of the Northern Government 
of Ireland and the Irish Free State, with the 
object of sending a deputation to the Ministry 
for Air, or to the Consultative Committee on 
Civil Aviation which has just been appointed. 
The object of this deputation would be to 
demand the extension of existing subsidised 
air services to Liverpool and Ireland and to 
say that if the State would recognise the 
necessity for flying services, with Liverpool 
as a base, and grant some measure of financial 
assistance, the commercial and _ industrial 
community of Merseyside would undertake to 
give some form of guarantee to the operating 
aircraft company.” 

SUBSIDY PROBLEM. 

Mr. Anderson goes on to say that the 
great danger of any attempt to establish 
local air services by means of a purely local 
subsidy is that firms want to put a time 
limit to the guarantee, and if the experi- 
ment fails the cause of aviation receives a 
set-back for many years. If there had been 
no State subsidy “it is probable,”’ he says, 
“that not a single aeroplane would be flying 
to-lay with passengers and mails,’’ an 
urges that the financial support of flying 
services is primarily the concern of the State. 

Mr. Anderson’s remarks and his proposal 
for a joint conference are opportune in view 
of Colonel Russell’s aeanchal mail flight from 
Galway to London and back on Monday 
next. They strike a note which Colonel 
Russell has been sounding for some years. 
It would seem that Liverpool—in fact, the 
North of Engiand—is in much the same 
position with regard to.the development of 
civil aviation as is the Irish Free State. 
There is this difference, however: that Liver- 
pool will have the support of the British 
Government by way oí subsidy im any 
development it may undertake on proper 
lines, whereas any Irish effort must be made 
without support from the State. The Free 
State Government fer some time has been 
considering certain proposals put before it by 
the sponsors of Irish Airways, Limited, but 
has not yet come to a decision. 


BRITISH SCHOONER 
SINKS. 


MISHAP NEAR NEW ROSS. 


The three-masted British schooner Tresness, 
registered at Kirkwall, struck a rock in 
the River Barrow, near New Ross, County 
Wexford, last Wednesday night, and sank.

THE PRIVY COUNCIL APPEAL. _ 

“Only a small number of matters remain 
to be disposed of before the Commonwealth 
gets rid of the last traces of British predo- 
minanece.

October, and, even in the cases in which 
a settlement may not then be reached, it will 
not be many years before a solution is found. 
The method by which necessary changes will 
be effected and the phraseology in which the 
new position wll be stated cannot be fore- 
seen; but the efiect of what will be done can 
he foretold with perfect accuracy. The end 
is evident and ineluctable, 


either formally or by the imposition of condj- 
tions impossihle of fulfilment. To ys in the 
Saorstat, because the Anglo-Irish war took 
lace so recefitly: because many, if not most, 

ritish judges are bitter Tories in politics: 
because there: are numerous envenomed 
emigrés who keep alive in England a feeling 
of enmity to.the Free State which is nov 
entertained towards aov other Dominion, and, 
also, because our proximity to Great Britain 
would make lawyers.and htigants more prone 
to resort to a London Court than either á ana- 
dians or South Africans would be, the need 
for stopping Privy Council appeals seems more 
urgent than it does to the people of other 
States of the Commonwealth. But, in the 
long run, it will be universally seen to be 
incompatible with the status to which the 
Dominions have attained and with the freest 
exercise of their legislative powers. The hear- 
ing of appeals from Dominion Courts by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council is an 
anachronistic survival which serves no useful 
purpose whatever. Equally with it must go 
the attempt to limit the power of the Domi- 
niens to legislate for extra territorial matters 
hke shipping and the suggestion that the 
King might still, on the advice of British 
Ministers, disallow a bill to which assent had 
been given in his name# by the Governor: 
General of a Dominion on the advice of the 
Deminion Cabinet.”’ 

The journal goes on to state its view that, 
instead of endeavouring to keep the affairs: of 
the Commonwealth outside the purview of 
the League of Nations, the “ British ” should 
take the line that their country and the 
Dominions are model members of the League, 
vowed to eternal amity, having with one 
another the maximum number of interna- 
‘tional arrangements for the economic and 
social benefit of their citizens, and willing, 
beyond all other countries, to submit their 
disputes to the Court at The Hague when 
unable to settle them by conference amongst 
themselves. 

The journal adds :— 

“If the League of Nations idea] survives, 
the States of the British Commonwealth 
will find it increasingly easy to remain con- 
nected. If the League of Nations fails and 
disappears, the countries of the world will 
completely resume their old attitude towards 
one another. International duties and re- 
sponsibilities will be ignored; as in the past, 
national rights will be asserted in their ex- 
tremest form, and the atmosphere will be 
such that‘a voluntary association of nations, 
like the British Commonwealth, will be 
broken in the first storm. In our opinion, 
therefore, the survival of the Commonwealth 
depends upon the sarvival: of the League.”

The Castle Forbes 
factory, which was opened in the autumn of 
1927, therefore being: at present only im’ the 
early stage of development, has been a wel- 
come: addition to the industrial circle in 
Dublin and Ireland. 

The organisation in the well-equipped fac- 
tory is niost efficient, and the workers, from 
the highest official to the bottom of the scale, 
are alert, active and enthusiastic. Over three 
hundred workers are employed, the main 
percentage being women; and, from what 
was seen by the deputation of highly critical 
business and professional men, the claim 
seems justified that Dublin girls can hold 
their own in competition with the nations of 
the industrial world.

RUSSIAN MONASTERIES 
AND CONVENTS.

ABOLITION OF ANY STILL 
REMAINING.

RIGA, Thuraday. 

All monasteries-and convents in Rugsia 
must be liquidated, according. to Commissa: 
Yaroslayski, editor of the Moscow. Pravda, 
the official. organ of the. Communist. Party. 
Yaroslavski “accuses these religious. centres 
of harbouring the survivors of the Tsarist 
régime and of spreading counter-revolutionary 
sentiments among the ntry. 

Before the revolution there were approxi- 
mately one thousand monasteries and con- 
vents in Russia, with more than one hundred 
During the past 
eleven years under the Communist régime 
the number of monasteries has decreased 
seventy per cent., and the Government has 
used the premises for prisons and summer 
resorts, and converted many into commanal 
farms, schools, clubs, and even factories.. The. 
monks and nuns were either banished..to 
Siberia or simply evicted from the institu- 
tions, becoming wandering friars and nuns. 

Accusing the remaining monasteries. of 
hiding grain and provisions, and even, Church 
valuables, which they have refused to turn 
over to the Government, the Commissar de- 
mands that the Government shall. imme: 
diately close them, and never again permit 
such institutions to be established in Russia 

“The monasteries and convents no longer 
have any influence on the population of 
Russia,”’ concludes Yaroslavski, ‘‘ and they 
must all be abolished and forgotten.”

EXPEDITION TO START. WORK 
ON PYRAMID. 


The Egyptian Government has given per 
mission to the museum. authorities at Penn- 
sylvania University to carry on excavations 
at Medum. An expedition will ‘begin “work 
on the site in November. Medum lies in 
the Libyan Desert, some fifty miles south of 
Cairo, and the site, it is said, offers great 
possibilities not only for tresh contributions 
to existing knowledge in Egyptian research, 
but also for the collection of interesting and 
valuable material 

The exhibition will concentrate on the ex- 
cavation of a pyrarhid called by the Arabs 
El-Haram El-Kaddab, or the ‘false 
pyramid.”’ 

**'The ‘false pyramid,’’’ according to Mr. 
Alan Rewe, who will be the leader af the 
expedition, is of three (originally seven) 
square receding stereys, which, according to 
Prof. George Steindorff, of Leipzig, rise 
to'a height of 214ft.

BELFAST CENTRAL STATION. 

The Belfast Central Electric Station is cap. 
able of supplying an area extending on one 
side. to Portadown or Dunganfhon and to 
Ballymena and Coleraine and Portrush on 
the other. Plant additions could be made 
as required to the Belfast station to make this 
possible. 

The ‘Antrim Electricity Supply Company 
with a station at Larne is arranging to supply 
current to a great portion of the county and 
also. to parts of County Derry. Yesterday 
the first sod was cut in connection with thea 
company's main transmission line. It js 
possible, as the company’s activities develop, 
that it also will link up with the Belfast, 
Electric Station. Over ninety per cent. 
the total electrical energy. consumed by 
Fonn from public suppliers in Northern 
reland is obtained from the Belfast City 
Power Station. 

PROBLEM OF DISTRIBUTION. 

Speaking at a lunheon yesterday, after the 
in connection with the Antrim 
Electricity Supply Company’s new transmis.

THE USE OF ELECTRICITY. 

The increased interest in the development 
ef the public supply of electricity throughout 
Northern Ireland is shown in the report 
issued yesterday by the Ministry of Com- 
merce and the Northern Ireland Electricity 
Commissioners under the Electricity Acts. 
The report deals in detail with applications 
for special orders, the establishment of new 
and the extension of existing generating 
stations, the construction of main transmis- 
sion lines, and borrowing by local authorities 
for electricity purposes. The most notable 
feature in the record of the year’s working 
is the substantia] increase in the number o 
units sold by the Beifast Corporation under- 
taking, 56,212,857 units having been sold in 
the year ended March 351, 1928, as contrasted 
with 44,755,826 in the year ended March 31, 
1927. 

Steady development also is proceeding in 
the other areas in which a supply of elec: 
tricity is available. An interesting appendit 
shows in graphical form the growth of the 
sales of electricity in Northern [Irelaid 
during the years 1924 to 1927. The report 
mentions, however, the fact that, while the 
average consumption in Northern Ireland had 
increased in 1927 to 47 units per head of the 
population, such a figure is still considerably 
below the average rate of consumption in

WEXFORD BEEKEEPERS’ 
QUEST FOR MARKET. 
a on ee 


At n meeting of the County Wexford Bee- 
keepers’ Association, which was held in 
Enniscorthy last Wednesday, a letter was 
received from the Irish Agricul ole- 
sale Society, in "Ó to a uest that an 
expert grader of honey should be sent to 
Wexford to assist at packing stations where 
honey would be received from members and 
packed for collective marketing. 

The Irish Agricultural Wholesale Society 
stated that owing to the enormous production 
of honey this year they were inundated with 
supplies. Honey was reaching them faster 
than they could handle it at present. They 
were finding it practically impossible at the 
moment to sell honey, as there had been 

d crops in England, and supplies also 
iad been sent over direct by Irish bee- 
keepers, so that the Society had not any- 
thing like their uSual demand for honey in 
England or Dublin, It might be necessary 
for them to stop buying honey soon until 
the market improved. he matter would be 
taken up later in the year if the Wexford 
Association could not find a market them- 
selves in the meantime. 

Mr. J. 8. McDonald said that the manager 
of the Society had told him at the Dublin 
Horse Show that the glut might be eased, 
and that better sale would be had by Septem- 
ber. 

Dr. G. E. Greene asked if the Trades 
Commissioner in England could find them a 
market. 

Mr. McDonald said that the Commissioner 
was approached in similar circumstances by 
another association he was connected with, 
and the Commissioner replied that it was not 
his business. He (Mr. McDonald) fancied 
that it would be the business of the Com- 
missioner to find markets for Irish produce. 

It was decided to write to the Trades 
Commissioner for advice on markets, and 
approach the Irish Agricultural 
Wholesale Society again to press it to take 
some of the honey on hands in Wexford. 


STRIKE OF JOINERS IN

PEACE PROSPECTS. 


The strike of joiners in the Belfast ship- 
vard has now been in progress for nearly 
four months, and the offer which has been 
made by the Engineering and Shipbuilding 
Trades’ Federation to bring both sides 
together, with a view to an amicable settle- 
ment,. is welcomed by all sections of ship- 
yard workers in Belfast. 

About three thousand men were involved 
in the dispute, and this number has been 
gradually increased owing to the fact that 
work has been held up. Work has been re- 
tarded on the new White Star liner, Brit- 
annic, the larwest 3ritish motor liner, 
launched recently, and on several of the new 
Belfast-Liverpool motor passenger vessels for 
the Belfast Steamship Co., as well as on other 
vessels. 

HOW STRIKE STARTED. 

*The joimers went on strike because an 
application for an advance of 3s. per week 
was declined by the shipbuilding firms, 
although increases had been granted to other 
sections employed in the yards. The em- 
ployers contended that the Belfast joiners 
already were being paid on a higher basis 
than similar workers in Great Britain. The 
selfast firms recently joined the Fénployers 
Federation, and negotiations will now be con 
ducted direct between the Federation and the 
Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers.

MOTORING ACCIDENT,

The hearing was resumed yesterday in the 

Dublin District Court, before Justice Conner, 
of the case in which David Miller (26), fur- 
niture dealer, Victoria street, South Circular 
road, was charged with that he did kill and 
slay Mary Doran (19), of 9 Great Ship 
street, on the morning of August 18, b 
driving a motor car recklessly and negli- 
gently at Grafton street, whereby the car 
collided with an electric lamp standard and 
then turned over on its side, the girl, Mary 
Doran, who was a passenger, being pinned 
underneath and receiving such severe injuries 
that she died in Mercer’s Hospital. There 
was a second charge of driving the car reck- 
lessly and negligently and in a manner dan- 
gerous to the public. - 
The aceused man, Miller, who appeared to 
be suffering both physically and mentally, 
was assisted into the dock, and remained 
during the hearing seated, with his head 
bowed and buried in his hands. 

Mr. Clarke, solicitor (Chief State Soli- 
citor’s office), prosecuted; Mr. Herman Good, 
solicitor, appeared for the defence; and Mr. 
Gerald Byrne, solicitor, represented the next- 
of-kin of the deceased girl. 


“ HELP, HELP!” 

yuard William Boyle (64 B) deposed that 
he was on duty at the corner of South Anne 
street on the morning of August 18, and 
heard a scream like a woman’s. Immediately 
afterwards he heard a crash, and, going to 
the place, he saw a motor car lying on its 
side. As he approached the car he heard a 
man shout, ' Help, help!’’ and then saw 
that there were two men and a woman in 
the car. One of the men was in the back 
of the car, and the woman had one of her 
legs protruding from under the car. The 
other man was in a crouched position in the 
car. The witness got hold of the car and 
raised it, and managed to release the girl. 
The man who was in the back of the car 
then got out through the window, and, with 
assistance which then arrived, the car was 
gut on its wheels and the driver was released. 
Nitness attended to the injured girl, and 
saw that she was bleeding profusely from 
the head, and there was a pool of blood on 
the ground beside her. Witness ran to an 
alarm and rang up the fire brigade ambu- 
lance. Witness went back to the girl and 
attended to her. Later, with some others, 
he carried her to South King street, where a 
taxi driver took her to Mercer’s Hospital. 
She was extensively injured about the head 
and face... Grafton street was dry at the 
time (4.30 a.m.), and there was no traffic. 
All the street lamps were lighted. 


SKID OR COLLISION? 
To Mr. Good—I cannot say that the acci- 
dent was caused by a perfect skid; my im- 
pression is that it was a collision. The 
driver was able to give me assistance with 
the girl, but he was very excited all the time. 

Mark Gunning, Heytesbury street, deposed 
that on last Sunday = he was returning 
from Egan’s dancing hall, and when at 
Pollock’s corner he noticed a motor coming 
down St. Stephen’s Green, West. He first 
saw the car when it was near York street 
corner. Witness crossed into South King 
street and saw the car passing into Grafton 
street. The car was going very fast and 
making a peculiar noise. He would say the 
speed was, roughly, forty miles per nour. 
Almost immediately afterwards he heard a 
bang, and then a loud crash. 

Witness and a man named Kenny ran back 
into Grafton street and saw the car lying on 
its side, He assisted the Guard in releasing 
the girl, and helped to put the car on to its 
wheels. The left-hand door of the car was 
wrenched off, and they placed the girl on it. 
The defendant, when he came out of the car, 
seemed terribly upset and said : 

‘‘T have killed my darling wife.”’ 

The street was weil lighted at the time. 

To Mr. Good—I am a fair, good judge of 
speed. I did not judge the speed by the 
noise the car was making. 

In further cross-examimnation, witness said 
that Miller showed no sign of injury when he 
got out of the car, int appeared to be in 
possession of all his faculties. 


A LOUD CRASH. 

Patrick Kenny, 2 Lower Dominick street, 
stated that between 4.50 and 5 on the morn- 
mg of August 18 he was walking along South 
King street, when his attention was drawn 
to the speed of a car coming down St. 
Stephen’s Green. He looked round and saw 
the car passing South King street at a very 
fast rate of speed. Immediately afterwards 
he heard a loud crash. He returned to the 
scene, and he agreed with the evidence given 
by Mr. Gunning as to the accident. 

Mr. J. G. Moloney, Iona Drive, Glasnevin, 
stated that he was at Egan’s dance hall on 
the night of August 17, and Jeft the dance to 
return home at 3.30 on August 18. He was 
introduced to Miss Doran and Mr. Miller at 
the dance. Mr. Miller offered to drive them 
home. They accepted the offer, and witness 
and three others were seated at the back, and 
Miss Doran and Mr. Miller were in front. 
The car stopped three times, but after some 
trouble Mr. Miller succeeaed in starting it. 
At Lower Mount street two of the passengers 
got out, and at Harcourt street witness’s girl 
friend was left at her home. Mr. Miller then 
turned the car around and diove towards 
Gratton street. Near the Roval College 
ot Surgeons Mr. Miller accelerated the speed 
of the car, and at the top of Grafton street 
he appeared to lose control of the car. 

Mr. Clarke—What was the next thing you 
remember ’—Well, the rest is rather hazy; 
but the next thing I remember is climbing 
through the upturned window at the right 
side of the car. I do not remember the 
actual crash. 

Continuing, the witness said that when he 
recovered his senses he saw Miss Doran and 
Mr. Miller lying on the road a little to the 
right and in front of the car. He had seen 
Mr. Miller taking a small whiskey during the 
night. 

Answering Mr. Good, the witness said that 
Mr. Miller was quite sober. ‘there was no 
doubt but there was something wrong with 
the car ’ 


LEFT THE CAR, 

Edward McAdie, Eden street, deposed that 
he also was at Egan’s dance hall, and left 
about 3.30 on Sunday morning. He got into 
the car which defendant drove. Miss Doran 
was sitting beside the defendant. They first 
drove to Baggot street, and then to Warring- 
tom place. There seemed to be some difficulty 
about starting the car after it had stopped. 
Witness and a girl friend of his left the car 
and walked home. Before leaving the dance 
hall Mr. Miller had some drink taken, but 
he was not intoxicated. 

To Mr. Good—Mr, Miller was capable of 
driving a car. He (Miller) mentioned that 
the plugs of the car were spitting. 

Dr. John Cleary, house surgeon at Mercer's 
Hospital, who saw the girl immediately after 
admission, said that she was then alive, but 
died in about two minutes. Witness described 
the injuries, and said that she was bleeding 
from both ears and from the skull, which 
was fractured and brain matter protruding 
He expressed the opinion that she must have 
struck the top of her skull against sémething 
sharp in the car. 

Mr. Good said that, in view of what: had 
been said about Miller having had some drink 
taken, he should like to recall Guard 64 D, 
who came on the scene ummediately, in order 
to ask him about Miller 's condition. 

Guard 64 D again entered the witness box, 


and was questioned by Mr. Good. 


DEFENDANT'S CONDITION. 


What was your opinion as to Miller’s con- 
dition?—In my opinion, he was sober and 
capable ot driving a car. :
